FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

HELD  AT  LANCASTER,  PA. 
DECEMBER  14,  15,  16,  1926 


TUESDAY  MORNING 

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
opened  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Brunswick  Hotel,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  Tues- 
day morning  at  10:30  o'clock.  Worthy  Master  P.  H.  Dewey,  presiding. 
The  Grange  opened  in  full  form  in  the  sixth  degree.  Immediately  after  the 
opening  ceremony,  the  Grange  worked  in  the  fourth  degree,  enabling  dele- 
gates and  friends  who  had  not  taken  the  sixth  degree  to  sit  in  the  meeting. 

Worthy  Master  Dewey  called  the  Overseer,  Roland  N.  Benjamin,  to 
preside  while  he  read  his  annual  message,  which  was  as  follows: 

MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Patrons  of  Husbandry: 

In  this,  my  second  annual  report  to  the  State  Grange,  permit  me  to 
thank  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange,  the  State  Deputies,  and  the  members 
of  the  standing  committees  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  administra- 
tion, and  to  the  organization.  Our  Grange  efforts  may  well  be  compared 
to  the  struggles  of  contending  football  teams,  for  they  amount  to  a  fight 
to  the  finish  in  almost  every  instance.  There  are  no  easy  goals  to  reach,  for' 
each  touchdown  or  goal  reached  requires  untiring  strategy,  endurance  and 
perseverance.  Notwithstanding  all  tnis  we  have  forged  steadily  and  surely 
ahead  in  nearly  every  endeavor  we  have  undertaken  or  fostered. 

In  added  membership  we  have  made  no  perceptible  advance,  yet  the 
mombership  is  more  stable,  loyal,  devoted  and  dependable  than  heretofore. 

Most  of  the  losses  have  been  on  account  of  non-payment  of  dues,  while 
the  gains  have  been  of  a  stable  character  and  entirely  free  from  that  boom 
influence  that  comes  from  special  drives  for  membership. 

With  nine  new  Granges,  with  substantial  charter  lists  and  a  promise 

ot  growth  commensurate  with  the  expectations  of  sanguine  officials,  we  can 

i^l  ^  ^^^^^  ^^  security  most  gratifying.     Twenty-four  new  Juvenile  Granges 

added  to  the  ever  increasing  army  of  youngsters  coming  into  our  ranks  is 

sumcient  cause  for  rejoicing  all  along  the  line. 

A  dozen  new  Grange  halls  have  been  built  and  dedicated  to  the  use  of 
tiie  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  giving  proof  of  substantial  forward- 
looking,  optimistic,  business  ability  behind  the  building  of  these  fine  struc- 
tures.    These  new  Grange  homes  representing  thousands  of  dollars  in  ex- 
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penditure,  and  an  endless  amount  of  sacrifice,  toil  and  energy,  speak  out  in 
sure  and  certain  terms  of  the  assured  perpetuity  of  the  organization.  What 
we  have  been  able  to  report  concerning  our  own  state  can  well  be  said  of 
other  states  throughout  the  land,  for  nearly  every  Grange  state  in  the  Union 
made  substantial  gains  during  the  past  year.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  new  Subordinate  Granges  were  organized;  110  new  Juvenile  Granges; 
and  12  new  Pomonas  were  added  to  the  long  list  situated  in  33  states. 
Thirty-two  of  these  states  were  represented  at  the  National  Grange  held 
in  Portland,  Maine,  last  month,  when  over  8,000  members  received  the 
seventh  degree  of  our  Order.  This  was  the  second  largest  class  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Grange,  and  denotes  that  there  is  no  slackening  of  interest  in  • 
the  great  organization. 

THE   SUBORDINATE   GRANGE 

The  Subordinate  Grange  will  ever  hold  its  place  as  the  most* important 
unit  of  the  organization,  for  there  is  where  the  seed  is  sown  that  develops 
into  the  harvest  of  the  higher  bodies.  The  Grange  could  not  survive  with- 
out the  activity  of  the  Subordinate  units,  where  the  first  lessons  are  taught, 
and  where  our  fraternal,  social  and  cooperative  instinct  first  finds  oppor- 
tunity to  develop.  x.       .  ^ 

The  possibilities  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  cannot  be  overestimated, 
if  we  use  the  Grange  in  all  the  various  avenues  possible. 

The  Grange  should  be  so  conducted  as  to  raise  the  standard  of  citizen- 
ship in  every  community  where  a  Grange  is  established.  There  must  be  al- 
ways a  strong,  liberal  policy  connected  with  the  management  of  a  Grange; 
one  that  will  not  lock  the  doors  against  every  form  of  amusement,  nor  open 
them  to  every  whim  that  floats  through  the  mind  of  well  meaning  but  often 
misguided  members.  < 

The  eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  the  Grange,  and  each  unit  must  share 
in  this  scrutiny,  not  only  of  those  within  our  ranks,  but  to  those  outside. 
Let  us  use  the  Grange  to  draw  our  young  people  in  off  the  street  and  furnish 
them  a  wholesome  place  of  entertainment,  amusement,  education,  training 
and  uplift.  Make  the  Grange  a  real  place  for  young  and  old  to  congregate, 
so  that  there  will  be  less  allurement  from  the  bright  lights  of  the  city. 
The  Grange  standard  must  be  held  high. 

JUVENILE  GRANGE 

It  has  been  demonstrated  beyond  a  doubt  that  wherever  a  good  Juve- 
nile Grange  is  established,  the  Subordinate  Grange  will  be  more  active, 
and  the  members  will  take  a  greater  interest  in  the  Order. 

What  the  Sunday  School  is  to  the  Church,  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  to  the 
Subordinate.  Children  learn  early  the  maxims  that  lead  up  to  the  per- 
formance of  real  Grange  work.  They  exhibit  a  strong  and  determined  ef- 
fort to  grow  up  in  the  footsteps  of  the  older  members  of  the  Order.  They 
learn  to  perform  their  duties  in  a  masterful  way,  and  soon  become  adepts  in 
the  art  of  opening  and  closing,  as  well  as  in  parlimentary  practice. 

There  should  be  a  Juvenile  Grange  in  connection  with  every  Subordi- 
nate where  it  is  at  all  feasible.  And  funds  should  be  provided  by  the  State 
Grange  for  extention  work  in  this  direction. 

Parents  are  proud  of  the  achievements  of  their  children,  and  will  help 
them  to  be  punctual  in  attendance,  as  well  as  thorough  in  their  endeavors 
to  accomplish  things.  Even  though  the  duties  of  the  public  school  would 
seem  to  be  sufficient  to  monopolize  the  entire  time  and  attenion  of  children 
of  school  age,  nevertheless  an  hour  or  two  once  in  two  weeks  in  a  Juvenile 
Grange  will  not  detract  in  any  way  from  school  duties,  but  rather  act  as 
an  incentive  toward  a  goal  or  aim,  and  as  a  diversion  or  recreation. 

The  Juvenile  Grange  will  assist  to  broaden  the  vision  and  usefulness 
of  the  child.  We  now  have  77  Juvenile  Granges  in  the  State  and  should 
have  several  hundred. 

If  each  delegate  assembled  here  would  put  forth  a  little  effort  toward 
organizing  a  Juvenile  Grange  in  his  own  jurisdiction,  one  year  from  to-day 
we  could  make  a  report  that  would  gladden  the  heart  of  every  true  and 
loyal  Patron  of  Husbandry. 
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POMONA  GRANGE 


The  Pomona  Grange  is  performing  a  wonderful  function  in  Grange 
procedure.  Four  times  a  year  the  membership  is  brought  together  under 
extraordinary  circumstances.  Like  a  family  reunion,  gathering  in  from 
every  section  of  a  great  county,  to  visit,  to  work,  to  learn,  to  teach,  to  en- 
iov  together  those  things  that  have  become  so  dear  to  every  Grange  worker 
in  the  land.  The  resolutions  coming  down  from  the  Pomona  Granges 
touching  upon  every  phase  of  life  almost,  are  forming  and  moulding  public 
sentiment  and  opinion  in  forceful  and  far-reaching  effect. 

The  Pomona  Grange  is  a  veritable  bulwark  of  force  and  action.  A 
fountain  of  inspiration  to  the  Subordinate  and  Juvenile  units.  A  protection 
ai^ainst  apathy,  and  a  beacon  of  light  continually  beckoning  the  weak  and 
otherwise  helpless  Grange  to  higher  ground.  TTie  solid  financial  condition 
of  the  Pomona  Granges  in  our  state,  and  the  ability  to  function  in  splendid 
and  effective  manner,  give  rise  to  the  question,  would  it  not  be  worth  while 
to  finance  the  Subordinate  and  State  Grange  until  each  could  do  extension 
work  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  the  Order? 

RITUAL 

Nothing  could  be  more  gratifying  to  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  than  to 
witness  the  steady  advancement  of  ritualistic  perfection.  For  several  years 
there  has  been  a  real  definite  improvement  of  the  floor  work  of  the  several 
degrees.  Degree  teams  are  springing  up  everywhere,  and  the  advancement 
has  been  very  clear  and  apparent.  A  demonstration  of  what  can  be  done 
with  the  third  and  fourth  degrees  was  exemplifled  at  the  National  Grange 
at  Portland,  when  forty  people  were  used,  all  trained  to  perfection,  in  every 

phase  of  the  work. 

The  sixth  degree  has  been  beautified,  and  made  more  impressive  re- 
cently, and  the  seventh  degree  is  impressiveness  personified.  Probably  no 
finer  degree  work  has  ever  been  accomplished  anywhere  than  the  several 
degrees  of  the  Grange  when  they  are  rendered. 

AGRICULTURE 

Agriculture  is  the  greatest  industry  we  have.  The  delightful  homes 
scattered  about  upon  the  farms  of  our  state  and  nation  are  the  finest  in 
the  whole  world.  These  homes  are  not  constructed  just  for  a  place  to 
stay;  they  are  constructed  for  what  the  term  implies,  they  are  homes  in 
every  sense  of  the  word. 

In  these  homes  children  are  taught  thrift  and  economy,  to  be  frugal  and 
energetic.  They  learn  everything  connected  with  the  farm  and  farm  life, 
they  learn  to  love  the  country  and  to  respect  the  occupation  of  their  fathers. 

We  have  just  passed  through  the  most  disheartening  season  of  a  gen- 
eration upon  the  farm.  Cold  and  backward  to  begin  with,  then  too  hot 
and  dry  for  a  time  in  certain  sections,  then  rain  continually  for  weeks, 
compelling  the  harvesting  of  nearly  all  crops  during  the  rainy  season. 

Digging  potatoes  in  the  mud  and  rain,  picking  apples  in  snow  and 
lee.  yet  withal  there  was  scarcely  a  murmur  on  the  part  of  the  farmer  and 
his  family,  for  they  have  learned  the  lesson  of  patience  and  perseverance. 

The  Grange  has  contributed  more  toward  inspiring  confidence  upon 
the  farm,  has  caused  more  flowers  to  bloom,  more  fields  of  grain  to  wave 
in  the  breeze,  more  fruit  to  ripen,  more  happiness  to  be  enjoyed,  and  more 
community  efforts  to  be  put  over  than  any  other  organization. 

Close  cooperation  between  the  department  of  Agriculture  and  State 
College  is  most  desirable,  inasmuch  as  their  efforts  are  in  many  respects 
similar.  These  forces  have  been  able  to  grapple  with  such  tremendous 
problems  as  bovine  tuberculosis,  the  European  corn  borer,  the  Japanese 
beetle,  and  pests  of  every  description. 

Coordinated  effort  all  along  the  line  should  be  encouraged,  so  that 
there  will  be  no  duplication  of  the  struggle  to  obtain  the  greatest  amount 
of  benefit  for  the  needs  of  agriculture. 
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COOPERATION 

The  multitude  of  avenues  available  through  the  Grange  for  Coopera- 
tion is  one  of  the  strongest  assets  of  the  organization.  We  should  co- 
operate in  buying  and  selling,  and  in  improving  marketing  conditions 
everywhere.  The  farmer's  problems  would  just  naturally  fade  away,  and 
contentment  and  prosperity  would  be  felt  on  every  hand,  if  cooperation  were 
more  generally  made  the  watchword. 

Manufacturers  of  certain  products  set  the  price  of  their  product  to  the 
public;  clothiers  set  their  prices  to  the  public;  professional  men  set  their 
prices,  and  the  public  meets  them.  Hotels  and  restaurants  set  their  prices 
and  the  public  meets  them.  The  farmers  could  and  should  set  the  price 
upon  the  products  of  the  farm,  and  it  would  be  no  injustice  to  the  consum- 
ing public  if  they  did,  for  it  would  be  in  keeping  with  every  other  industry 
or  enterprise. 

Cooperative  marketing  on  a  large  scale  was  the  dream  of  the  founders 
of  the  organization.     It  is  not  unreasonable,  impossible  or  improbable. 

The  fruit  growers  of  the  Pacific  Coast  have  used  it  successfully  for 
many  years.  The  cotton  and  tobacco  growers  of  the  South  have  used  co- 
operative methods  for  years,  and  would  not  think  of  dispensing  with  its 
benefits.  The  milk  producers  and  the  potato  growers  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful through  this  means.  A  cooperative  should  not  be  started  until 
there  is  need  for  one,  and  not  then  without  experienced  persons  behind  the 
same. 

There  are  many  things  to  take  in  consideration.  The  cooperative 
spirit  must  precede  a  venture  in  cooperation,  and  that  spirit  must  continue 
to  develop  if  the  venture  is  to  succeed.  To  use  cooperation  or  cooperative 
measures  in  a  more  comprehensive  manner,  communities  can  own  and  use 
spraying  outfits,  corn  shredders,  ensilage  cutters,  threshing  machines,  etc., 
instead  of  each  individual  owning  all  the  machinery  necessary  to  operate  a 
farm. 

We  can  best  understand  just  what  cooperation  means  when  we  want 
to  move  a  stove  or  a  piano.  We  are  not  apt  to  get  far  without  some  help, 
and  the  same  rule  applies  throughout  all  our  activities.  Striking  examples 
of  real  concerted  effort  can  readily  be  seen  in  the  success  of  the  Keystone 
Grange  Exchange  and  the  Grange  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  of  the 
slate. 

THE  KEYSTONE  GRANGE  EXCHANGE 

Probably  there  is  no  smoother  running  machinery  connected  with  the 
operation  of  a  great  buying  agency  than  that  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Ex- 
change. This  child  of  the  Grange  has  climbed  steadily  upward  until  it 
has  become  a  tremendous  organization,  doing  a  yearly  business  of  nearly 
a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars,  saving  to  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  that 
avail  themselves  of  its  advantages  many  thousands  of  dollars  annually. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  is  established  for  the  use  of  Grangers, 
and  should  be  patronized  by  them.  The  more  business  done,  the  less  per- 
centage of  overhead  for  conducting  the  business;  therefore,  as  long  as  there 
are  no  profits  to  share,  or  surplus  to  set  aside,  the  more  saving  lor  the 
Patrons  will  come  through  liberal  patronage. 

INSURANCE 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  Grange  is  the  splendid  line  of 
insurance  provided  for  its  patrons.  The  Grange  mutual  fire  insurance  is  so 
well  established  and  understood  that  it  is  hardly  worth  while  to  mention 
here,  yet  the  unbounded  success  and  universal  satisfaction  it  has  given  down 
through  the  years  is  one  of  the  marvels  of  the  organization. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  we  have  gone  ahead  in  this  single 
branch  of  activity  more  than  $8,000,000  in  the  last  year,  and  now  have 
$116,000,000  in  force  in  the  Grange  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  of 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  has  gone  ahead  in  new  busi- 
ness and  receipts  far  beyond  any  single  year  since  its  organization,  and  is 


furnishing  a  splendid  line  of  legal  reserve  insurance  that  should  appeal  to 
every  man  and  woman  of  insurable  age. 

The  Compensation  Act  of  1915  imposed  an  obligation  upon  all  em- 
Dloyers  of  labor  except  those  engaged  in  farming,  or  rather  agricultural 
pursuits  and  domestic  duties,  compelling  such  employer  to  carry  compensa- 
tion insurance  for  the  employees.  Soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
was  found  that  many  occupants  that  had  always  been  looked  upon  as 
agricultural  pursuits  were  not  so  construed  by  the  courts. 

This  necessitated  the  action  of  the  State  Grange  officers  in  protecting 
the  interests  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  purely  in  self  defense. 

The  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  was  formed,  and  is 
taking  care  of  all  Patrons  who  need  casualty  insurance.  The  liability  in- 
surance establlished  about  a  year  ago  has  done  considerable  business,  but 
not  as  much  as  desired.  When  it  is  understood  that  the  Grange  carries 
auto  protection  for  Patrons  at  far  less  cost  than  the  most  companies  would 
Insure,  this  particular  branch  should  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Auto  insurance  is  obligatory  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  and  prob- 
ably will  be  in  this  state  before  long.  We  should  patronize  our  own  organi- 
zations. • 

THE    GRANGE   NEWS 

Our  official  organ  is  Grange  News,  a  bright  newsy  little  monthly  maga- 
zine, carrying  a  liberal  account  of  the  principal  happenings  throughout  the 
state.  A  cheerful  visitor,  carrying  messages  from  one  part  of  the  state  to 
another,  recording  special  events,  and  spreading  Grange  gospel  into  nearly 

every  Patron's  home. 

The  funds  are  limited  for  the  carrying  on  of  this  feature,  yet  the  im- 
portance of  a  state-wide  paper  is  sufficient  reason  for  making  up  any  deficit 
from  the  general  fund,  and  altogether  is  one  of  the  finest  auxiliary  enter- 
prises of  the  Grange. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

The  Home  Economics  of  our  State  Grange  is  performing  a  real  service 
to  mankind.  The  splendid  editorials  and  advice  through  the  medium  of 
the  Grange  News,  the  readiness  to  help  carry  across  any  real  Grange  move- 
ment is  typical  of  the  real  characteristics  of  Pennsylvania  Grange  women. 
Splendid  examples  of  their  willingness  is  typified  in  the  authorship,  pub- 
lication and  phenomenal  sales  of  the  Grange  Cook  Book  and  Grange  Song 
dedicated  to  the  Girls'  Dormitory  Fund.  The  fine  example  the  Home  Econo- 
mics Committee  are  holding  up  to  the  wives  and  mothers  throughout  the 
state  will  tell  in  no  uncertain  measure  in  the  years  to  come  with  genera- 
tions yet  unborn,  as  well  as  the  youth  of  to-day. 

THE  GRANGE  DORMITORY 

Contributions  for  the  Girls'  Dormitory  have  been  pouring  in  during  the 
past  several  months  in  a  very  encouraging  manner,  and  at  last  we  can 
feel  a  sense  of  security  that  we  have  not  felt  before  since  we  launched  this 
noble  enterprise.  The  project  was  a  big  undertaking  and  while  the  strug- 
gle is  not  finished,  nevertheless  it  is  an  established  fact  that  it  will  be 
completed,  and  when  the  time  comes  for  the  dedication  of  that  great  mem- 
orial in  the  form  of  a  dormitory  dedicated  to  the  young  womanhood  of 
Pennsylvania,  it  will  be  the  greatest  day  in  Grange  history. 

We  already  have  a  little  more  than  $40,000  in  cash  in  this  fund  which 
together  with  the  knowledge  that  on  four  separate  occasions  the  delegate 
body  of  the  State  Grange  has  unanimously  approved  the  project,  should  be 
sufficient  proof  of  the  unanimity  and  wisdom  of  the  undertaking. 

TAXATION 
Much  as  we  would  appreciate  a  little  attention  from  the  law-making 
bodies  of  state  and  federal  governments  upon  the  vital,  and  perhaps  thread- 
bare subject  of  equal  taxation,  we  have  never  been  able  to  make  sufficient 
impression  upon  them  to  obtain  real  equality. 
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The  same  system  prevails  that  has  prevailed  for  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  that  of  classifying  certain  persons  and  enterprises  for  one 
classification  of  taxation  and  certain  other  persons  and  enterprises  for 
another  classification  of  taxation,  striking  examples  of  which  can  be 
readily  seen  in  the  following:  A,  B.  and  C  each  have  $5,000  for  invest- 
ment: A  loans  his  allotment  on  a  mortgage  or  note  and  pays  4  mills  on  the 
dollar  as  a  state  tax  upon  his  business;  B  purchases  stock  in  a  Pennsylvania 
corporation  that  pays  5  mills  on  the  capital  stock  of  that  corporation  which 
is  his  business;  C  buys  a  farm  in  a  certain  district  of  Pennsylvania,  and  may 
pay  as  high  as  86  mills  on  the  dollar,  which  constitutes  his  business. 

Therefore  A  will  pay  on  a  five  thousand  dollar  investment  an  annual  tax 
of  $20.00.  B  will  pay  on  his  investment  a  tax  of  $25.00,  while  C  pays  a  tax 
of  $430.00  on  his  investment  of  $5,000,  because  he  decided  to  purchase  a 
farm,  instead  of  corporation  stock,  or  a  note  or  mortgage.  We  venture  to 
predict  that  if  the  solons  of  industry  would  come  forth  and  spend  a  just  and 
proportionate  share  of  taxation  for  the  common  weal  of  humanity,  there 
would  be  no  longer  any  excuse  for  spending  fabulous  sums  of  money  to 
obtain  nominations  or  elections  for  favored  ones.  The  only  excuse  a  pros- 
perous farmer  has  for  holding  office  is  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  obtain 
justice. 

We  should  not  give  up  the  fight  for  justice  and  equality  in  the  matter 
of  taxation  until  we  obtain  the  goal  for  which  the  Grange  has  consistently 
and  courageously  fought  for  half  a  century. 

LEGISLATION 

The  Legislative  Committee  of  this  State  Gange  should  prepare  the 
strongest  possible  legislative  program.  This  committee  should  place  the 
same  squarely  before  the  Legislature  with  a  determined  purpose  to  command 
the  attention  and  respect  ot  the  law  making  bodies  of  the  state  upon  such 
legislation  as  directly  affects  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  state. 

This  program  should  be  so  clear  and  sound  that  there  can  be  no  mis- 
understanding or  side  stepping.  Then  the  whole  program  should  be  backed 
up  by  every  Patron  of  Husbandry  within  the  commonwealth. 

The  splendid  accomplishments  realized  through  the  legislative  bureau 
of  the  State  Grange  are  a  source  of  pride  to  the  organization,  and  deserve 
the  highest  commendation.  Brother  Fred  Brenckman  has  filled  the  office 
so  efficiently  and  acceptably  during  the  past  ten  years,  together  with  the 
duties  of  State  Secretary  for  the  past  eight  years,  that  he  deserves  the  un- 
stinted thanks  of  this  entire  organization.  He  has  become  a  fixture  yonder 
at  Harrisburg,  and  will  be  greatly  missed  when  on  the  first  of  the  year  he 
takes  up  his  new  duties  as  the  Legislative  Representative  of  the  National 
Grange  at  Washington. 

ROADS,  SCHOOLS  AND  CIVIC  AFFAIRS 

We  have  in  our  state  to-day  the  finest  system  of  highways  in  the  world. 
We  were  late  in  getting  started  with  the  road  program,  but  it  has  proved 
a  blessing  in  the  long  run,  for  we  are  building  a  better  type  of  roads  than 
it  was  possible  to  build  earlier  in  the  great  road  development  of  the  country. 
It  is  now  possible  to  travel  from  one  county  seat  to  another  all  over  the 
state,  as  well  as  several  cross  state  thoroughfares  running  from  North  to 
South  and  from  East  to  West. 

These  roads  have  cost  a  tremendous  amount  to  construct  and  main- 
tain, but  they  constitute  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  the  common  good, 
convenience,  and  wealth,  of  all  the  state's  possessions.  The  financing  of 
our  roads  should  now  be  largely  taken  care  of  from  licenses  and  gasoline 
tax. 

The  Grange  has  unflinchingly  fought  for  the  rights  of  the  rural  people 
in  the  matter  of  schools.  For  a  time  it  seemed  we  were  struggling  for  a 
lost  cause,  and  that  our  efforts  would  be  in  vain. 

We  have  in  Dr.  Haas,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  a 
true  champion  of  rural  education,  and  his  broad,  statesmanlike  program 
should  receive  hearty  support  from  every  rural  home  in  the  state. 
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The  effort  being  made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  place 
vocational  schools  in  every  available  community  as  possible;  the  secondary 
high  schools  being  established  everywhere,  and  a  determined  desire  to 
reach  out  and  do  something  for  the  hundreds  of  small  schools  that  can 
never  be  consolidated,  is  a  real  program. 

While  this  is  being  done  for  the  rural  communities  and  schools  there 
is  no  slackening  of  attention  to  the  higher  branches,  and  institutions'  The 
giving  of  more  power  and  privileges  to  Normal  Schools  and  small  colleges 
is  returning  to  the  people  their  natural  and  inherent  rights. 

Farmer  folks  believe  in  education  and  are  giving  their  offspring  as 
liberal  advantages  as  possible,  in  some  instances  giving  their  all,  and  in 
any  event  are  making  greater  sacrifices  than  any  other  class  of  people  on 
earth.  Then  why  should  they  not  have  the  advantages  of  education  brought 
closer  to  their  doors  where  that  sacrifice  would  be  reduced  to  the  minimum? 

There  is  even  now  a  great  clamoring  for  the  abolishment  of  the  prim- 
ary, and  a  return  to  the  old  convention  days.  To  any  who  have  ever  had 
the  experience  of  going  through  both  the  convention  form  and  the  prim- 
ary form  of  obtaining  nominations,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  room  for 
argument  against  the  primary.  The  primary  may  not  be  all  that  could 
be  desired,  and  there  may  be  many  ways  in  which  improvement  can  be 
made,  but  there  is  one  thing  certain  about  the  old  convention  and  delegate 
system,  it  carried  with  it  all  the  opportunities  for  spending  funds,  for 
bribery  and  corruption,  including  many  temptations  for  night  riding  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  the  delegates,  beyond  any  possible  opportunity  furnished 
by  the  primary  system. 

If  people  will  spend  money  for  nominations  there  is  little  doubt  that 
others  will  accept  that  money,  unless  laws  are  made  to  punish  both  the 
giver  and  the  taker,  beyond  those  bare  necessary  and  legitimate  expenses 
that  would  be  acceptable  to  all  right  minded  persons. 

Referendums  are  dangerous,  for  there  is  nothing  sure  in  our  form  of 
government,  if  upon  the  slightest  provocation  we  are  to  go  over  the  whole 
ground  again.  If  a  referendum  is  had  upon  the  Volstead  Act,  and  it  seems 
very  likely  we  will  have,  it  will  not  come  alone  because  of  the  brewer,  the 
bootlegger,  or  the  clamoring  politician,  but  largely  from  the  simon  pure 
reformer  who  is  not  willing  to  give  the  state  and  federal  government  credit 
for  having  made  a  decent  effort  to  enforce  the  same. 

No  one  ought  to  expect  a  business  that  is  as  old  as  the  very  universe,  to 
be  put  out  of  sight  and  every  one  engaged  in  the  business  of  dispensing  or 
drinking  to  be  punished  over  night.  It  takes  time  to  accomplish  an  under- 
taking of  such  magnitude,  and  if  people  would  be  fair  in  drawing  con- 
clusions, it  ought  not  to  take  long  to  agree  that  the  Volstead  Act  has  been 
enforced  about  as  well  as  other  laws  we  have  on  the  statute  books,  and  we 
might  include  the  Ten  Commandments. 

It  needs  no  referendum  to  teach  the  average  citizen  that  we  don't 
need  the  return  of  the  saloon  to  make  travel  upon  our  modern  highways 
safe  for  the  public. 

The  average  citizen  might  stay  at  home  on  the  day  of  the  referendum, 
but  he  would  soon  wake  up  after  the  bars  are  let  down,  and  all  that  has 
been  accomplished  since  the  days  when  Susan  B.  Anthony  first  set  the 
wheels  of  decent  reform  in  motion,  a  half  century  ago,  would  be  cast  to 
the  winds. 

We  should  go  on  with  the  struggle,  giving  credit  where  credit  is  due, 
and  try  to  better  our  condition  at  every  turn.  Beware  of  a  referendum 
upon  this  question. 

CONCLUSION 

Our  Lecturers'  Conference  at  Centre  Hall  in  the  month  of  August  was 
a  splendid  success.  The  intellectual  and  educational  advantages  of  such  a 
conference  cannot  be  measured  by  any  device  or  meter. 

The  National  Grange  Day  and  the  State  Grange  Day  at  the  Sesqui- 
Centennial  are  significant  expressions  of  the  status  in  which  the  Grange  is 
held  by  representatives  of  the  greatest  powers  and  institutions  in  the  world. 

The  Grange  has  accomplished  more  for  agriculture,  more  for  commun- 
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ity  uplift,  more  for  rural  life  during  its  fifty-nine  years  of  unparalleled 
achievement  than  any  similar  organization  on  earth.  x  ,     ,  ., 

Th^Grange  is  going  forward  and  upward,  yet  it  has  only  scratched  the 

surface  of  its  possibilities.  .      „  ... 

we  have  just  passed  one  of  the  most  successful  years  in  Grange  history, 
but  let  us  gird  the  armor  just  a  little  tighter,  set  the  goal  just  a  little 
higher  work  just  a  little  harder,  and  accomplish  just  a  little  more  than 
evir  for  The  cause  we  love,  and  for  the  Order  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CHAPLAIN 

Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Sisters  and  Brothers:  Another  year  has  passed  and  we  are  permitted 
to  gather  once  more  to  take  up  the  duties  that  belong  to  the  Agricultural 
interests  of  our  great  state,  and  the  work  of  our  noble  order.     . 

This  is  my  tenth  report  and  I  can  hardly  realize  that  a  decade  has 
passed  since  I  assumed  the  duties  as  your  Chaplain.  But  there  has  not  been 
a  day  that  I  have  not  appreciated  the  honor  and  felt  the  responsibility  of 
the  office.  To  my  mind,  there  is  no  office  in  the  Grange  that  carries  with 
it  the  peculiar  atmosphere  of  heaven  as  that  of  Chaplain.  To  lead  a  great 
body  of  intelligent  and  reverent  people  to  the  great  throne  of  God,  is  worthy 
of  the  very  angels  themselves. 

One  reported,  two  years  ago,  that  I  did  not  want  the  office  again,  which 
is  not  true,  neither  would  it  be  true  this  year,  although  I  am  not  a  candi- 
date, and  whoever  you  elect,  I  trust  will  feel  that  there  is  no  office  in  your 
gift  that  carries  with  it  more  of  an  honor  or  responsibility. 

I  want  to  say  also  that  the  fellowship  with  the  official  family  has  been 
a  delight  beyond  my  power  of  expression,  congenial  and  co-operating  in 
every  way,  to  make  the  meetings  a  success,  to  me,  has  been  almost  a  miracle, 
when  I  consider  that  they  have  come  from  every  part  of  the  state.

STATE  HIGHWAYS.

As  it  stands  now,  they  can  build  a  road  through  the  middle  and  length- 
ways of  a  man's  farm  and  all  he  can  get  is  the  value  of  the  land  occupied 
and  nothing  for  the  damage  to  his  property.  A  road  built  this  summer 
cut  through  a  church  lot  that  involved  the  tearing  down  the  horse  sheds, 
and  no  one  could  say  them  nay.  It  looks  to  me  that  if  the  farmers  would 
send  more  of  their  own  men  to  Harrisburg  to  legislate  for  them,  they  would 
fare  better  and  go  farther.  Just  so  long  as  we  send  the  gang  politician  to 
Harrisburg,  just  because  he  belongs  to  our  party,  just  so  long  are  we  going 
to  suffer.

TEMPERANCE. 

I  am  proud  of  rural  Pennsylvania.  The  wets  thought  that  they  were 
strongly  enough  entrenched  that  they  could  put  up  a  candidate  and  win 
out,  but  rural  Pennsylvania  said  emphatically  "No."  So  the  gang  had  to 
resort  to  its  old  tactics  and  stuffed  the  ballot  boxes,  but  we  shall  see  if  they 

can  get  away  with  it.  .  ,^ 

We  thought  that  when  the  18th  Amendment  was  passed,  we  could 
fold  our  hands  and  take  a  rest,  but  we  have  found  that  Old  John  Barley- 
corn was  a  gentleman  and  scholar  besides  his  successors,  Bill  Bootleg  and 

Sal  Moonshine. 

He  was  a  respectable  citizen  with  some  regards  to  law  and  order  but 
these  successors  of  his  have  no  regard  for  God,  Man  or  the  Devil,  and  make 
no  attempt  to  conceal  their  real  character.  ^ 

But  what  worries  me  is  that  they  have  so  many  seemingly,  respectable 
people  supporting  them,  and  in  fact,  it  has  been  said  that  if  these  same 
people  would  quit  their  patronage,  the  whole  business  would  go  into  bank- 
ruptcy within  six  months.  From  what  I  have  seen,  I  am  almost  pursuaded 
that  it  is  so.  The  old  patrons  of  the  saloon  that  we  called  the  "Common 
Drunk"  has  either  died  or  reformed,  but  the  socalled,  moderate  drinker,  is 
the  man  who  sustains  the  traffic,  and  so  long  as  his  money  holds  out,  (and 
usually  he  has  unlimited  funds),  we  are  going  to  have  these  two  unsavory 
characters  with  us,  in  spite  of  all  that  we  can  do.  This  being  the  case,  shall 
we  give  up  the  fight?  By  no  manner  of  means!  The  conditions  are  bad 
here  in  Pennsylvania  but  they  are  65%  better  than  in  the  days  of  the  open 
saloon,  according  to  the  testimony  of  the  friends  of  the  traffic.  If  we  con- 
sult the  bankers  and  leading  business  men  of  the  country,  we  must  admit 
that  the  fight  has  been,  and  is,  and  will  continue  to  be  worth  while.  Old 
John  Barleycorn*  is  too  dead,  and  buried  too  deep  to  ever  be  brought  to  life 
again  in  America,  and  if  we  keep  up  the  fight  long  enough  and  hard  enough, 
these  so-called,  respectable  people  may  get  ashamed  of  themselves,  and 
quit,  or  may  wake  up  some  day  and  find  that  they  are  worse  slackers  than 
Grover  Bergdoll  and  his  ilk. 

EDUCATION. 
We  had  hoped  that  when  we  got  rid  of  Finnegan  that  our  schools 
would  return  to  normal  conditions,  but,  we  are  still  suffering  from  his 
domination.  Next  year  the  college  graduate  will  be  the  only  one  recognized 
as  qualified  to  teach  in  our  high  schools,  and  one  cannot  help  but  wonder

I  wonder  how  many  of  the  modern  teachers  could  tell  the  number  ot 
bushels  of  corn  a  crib  would  hold,  or  how  many  bushels  of  grain  were  in 
a  bin.  The  other  day  an  old  fashioned  teacher  asked  his  boys  how  many 
bushels  the  school  house  would  hold  and  got  the  answer:  "A  mason  pre- 
sented his  bill  for  a  stone  wall  and  his  employer  questioned  the  amount  of 
the  bill,  so  he  went  to  the  school  teacher,  a  high  school  graduate,  and  she 
did  not  know  a  perch  of  stone  from  a  flying  fish. 

What  we  need  these  days  is  to  get  back  to  the  practical  things.  Psy- 
chology will  not  take  the  place  of  common  sense  and  Latin  will  not  figure 
the  price  of  potatoes  or  feed  a  pig.  A  fine  young  man  raised  on  a  farm, 
is  finishing  high  school  and  would  like  to  teach  next  year,  but  cannot  afford 
a  college  course,  so  he  will  have  to  seek  other  employment.  I  want  our 
young  people  to  get  an  education  and  the  college  is  all  right  but  I  cannot 
see  how  it  is  going  to  improve  the  ability  of  the  teacher  to  teach  the  common 
branches. 

THE  COUNTRY  GIRL. 

Last  year  the  country  boy  was  under  consideration  and  now  I  want 
to  call  your  attention  to  his  companion  and  playmate,  the  Country  Girl. 
Like  him,  she  has  felt  the  pinch  of  strict  economy,  and  the  days  of  toil  have 
been  from  sun  to  sun  and  many  times  eight  hours  in  the  forenoon  and  nine 
and  ten  in  the  afternoon.      For  like  her  mother,  she  has  found  that  her 


work  is  never  done,  mothers'  helper,  in  the  household  duties,  among  which 
has  been  the  care  of  the  younger  members  of  the  household,  and  taking 
delight  in  the  larger  tasks.  In  the  sudden  illness  of  mother,  the  bread 
box  is  kept  supplied  with  her  skilled  hands.  She  is  the  butcher  and  baker 
and  candlestick  maker,  all  in  one.  Those  loaves  of  nicely  browned  and 
flaky  bread  are  a  delight  to  the  hungry  family  and  the  pride  of  her  heart. 
She  has  become  an  artist  in  the  culinary  sphere. 

The  prize  that  she  brings  home  from  the  fair  brings  the  same  praise 
as  that  awarded  the  boy  for  his  colt.  She  has  had  a  teacher  in  Domestic 
Economy,  inferior  to  none  who  have  taken  the  course  at  the  Normal  School 
or  College.  She  has  not  failed  to  take  advantage  of  the  privileges  of  the 
Little  Red  School  House  and  no  weather  has  been  too  stormy,  or  the  roads 
too  bad,  nor  the  distance  too  great  to  prevent  her  from  being  in  her  place. 
I  know  of  one  who  walked  three  miles  and  never  missed  a  day  for  seven 
years,  and  another  who  was  her  father's  housekeeper  and  walked  five  miles 
to  the  high  school,  for  four  years,  and  that  was  on  top  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains  when  many  a  day,  the  wind  threatened  to  take  her  off  her  feet. 
She  had  to  have  her  morning  work  done  so  as  to  start  to  school  by  seven 
in  the  morning,  and  then  finish  the  evening  with  her  five  mile  walk  and 
get  her  father's  supper.  The  Spartan  woman  still  lives  in  our  country 
girls.  Nor  have  these  things  coarsened  her,  she  has  come  through  it  all 
with  a  sparkling  eye  and  a  lovely  face. 

Early  in  life  she  has  become  an  active  member  of  the  church  where 
she  went  in  her  mother's  arms,  and  there  has  found  a  wider  sphere,  than 
is  bounded  by  her  father's  line  fence,  and  is  ready  for  the  greater  task,  and 
if  she  is  permitted  to  remain  in  the  community,  soon  becomes  an  uncon- 
scious leader  and  as  the  years  go  by  is  lovingly  given  the  title  of  "Aunt"  by 
everyone.  And  a  stranger  coming  into  the  place  is  asked,  "Have  you  met 
Aunt  Mary?"  and  asked  by  so  many  that  he  is  apt  to  visualize  a  queen 
among  women,  but  when  he  sees  her  will  see  a  woman  in  plain  attire  with 
toil  hardened  hands  and  it  will  take  him  some  time  to  find  out  just  why  she 
has  such  a  large  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  when  he  does  find  out, 
it  will  be  that  she  just  "Went  about  doing  good"  in  a  quiet  and  unassuming 
manner,  and  then  he  will  find  out  that  same  capable  woman  which  he  de- 
scribes in  Proverbs  31:10-31  is  still  living. 

And  when  her  task  on  earth  is  done  and  the  Master  shall  say  "Well 
done  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."  The 
people  will  come  from  far  and  near  and  take  a  final  look  at  the  beloved 
face,  and  me  thinks,  that  if  she  were  permitted  to  look  down  over  the 
battlements  of  Heaven,  she  would  turn  and  ask  the  Master  what  it  all  means 
as  she  had  done  only  what  she  felt  must  be  done. 

Were  it  possible  I  would  dip  my  pen  in  the  brilliant  rays  of  the  noon- 
day sun  and  I  would  write  her  name  on  the  pinnacles  of  fame  in  glowing 
letters  that  never  would  fade,  far  above  the  heroes  of  earth  just  underneath 
the  name  who  took  upon  himself  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  finishing  his 
work  sat  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  glory.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

In  presenting  this  annual  report,  I  would  preface  it  by  saying  that  my 
work  among  the  Granges  of  Pennsylvania  has  been  congenial  and  apprecia- 
tive. As  in  the  previous  year  certain  ideals  were  set  up  for  emulation  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  and  every  effort  was  made  to  accomplish  what 

was  planned.  ^  c    a     i   ^^ 

First,  the  Handbook   for  1926   was  built  upon  a  system  of  ideal  or 

balanced  programs  with  sufficient  latitude  for  any  Grange  Lecturer  to  build 

her  program  work.     We  believe  in  building  a  Handbook  from  material  and 
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experience  gathered  a  year  or  more  in  advance.  It  is  through  the  medium 
of  the  Handbook  that  many  Lecturers  can  have  programs  only,  if  at  all. 
One's  experiences  and  plans  must  of  necessity  cover  a  long  period  of  time 
to  plan  a  satisfactory  guide  for  others  to  follow.  It  is  only  of  late  years 
that  the  Lecturer's  importance  in  the  Grange  has  become  apparent.  The 
day  has  passed  when  the  Lecturer  occupies  the  hour  by  the  rendition  of  an 
address,  oration  or  talk.  Of  necessity  the  Lecturer  must  be  an  organizer 
and  bring  into  service  every  bit  of  available  talent  and  material.  This  to- 
gether with  program  work  that  is  real,  practical  and  interesting  in  every 
community  will  stop  the  loss  of  membership  and  turn  the  tide  to  success 
and  prosperity. 

Second,  my  addresses  and  discussions  have  always  been  planned  to 
meet  the  need  of  the  occasion  and  every  opportunity  available  was  used  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  order  through  this  public  work.  More  often 
my  work  has  taken  me  into  the  Pomona  Grange  and  field  work,  rather  than 
the  Subordinate  Grange.  In  all  the  work,  efforts  were  made  to  learn  weak- 
nesses in  Grange  practice  and  suggestions  made  for  improvement.  Much 
might  be  reported  here  in  detail  that  must  necessarily  be  omitted.  Suffice 
to  say  that  my  opinion  is,  that  our  two  chief  weaknesses  are: 

a.  Our  indifference  in  keeping  our  membership  dues  paid  up  and  thus 
allow  delinquency  and  finally  dropping  for  non-payment. 

b.  No  organized  effort  to  plant  new  Granges  in  unoccupied  territory. 
Third,  aside  from  the  regular  activities,  the  principal  event  of  note  in 

Lecturers'  activities  was  the  Lecturers'  Conference  at  Centre  Hall.  The 
unique  feature  of  the  Conference  was  that  it  aimed  to  be  a  school  of  in- 
struction for  Lecturers  and  the  four  days  of  successful  work  demonstrated 
that  it  accomplished  its  object.  The  result  of  the  Conference  can  be  seen 
in  every  section  of  the  State,  in  better  program  work,  more  thoughtful 
planning,  larger  grange  vision  and  a  real  effort  to  do  something  worth- 
while. In  my  opinion,  the  Conference  should  be  continued  on  the  same 
lines  with  the  instructional  idea  predominating.  We  need  a  little  less  lec- 
turing and  talking  and  more  thinking  and  planning  and  the  fundamental 
idea  of  the  Conference  aims  at  just  that.  Supplementing  the  instructional 
viewpoint,  addresses  by  Worthy  High  Priest  of  Demeter,  Chas,  M.  Gardner, 
Sister  Dora  H.  Stockman,  Lecturer  of  the  Michigan  State  Grange;  S.  L. 
Strivings,  Master  of  New  York  State  Grange  and  Bro.  Ketcham  formerly  of 
the  Michigan  State  Grange  and  now  a  member  of  Congress,  added  much  to 
the  success  of  the  Conference.  The  Co-operating  agencies,  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange,  Centre  County  Pomona  and  Pennsylvania  State  College  have 
instituted  a  great  help  for  rural  leadership  and  the  hope  is  entertained  that 
the  State  meeting  will  continue  to  father  this  important  activity.  The  great- 
•est  need  for  Rural  Pennsylvania  is  better  leadership.  Every  community  has 
been  bereft  of  its  youths  and  intelligence  by  the  call  and  lure  of  the  city  and 
it  is  about  time  for  the  pendulum  to  swing  back  so  that  we  may  be  able  to 
hold  for  leadership  the  qualified  in  every  section.  The  Grange  has  a  large 
mission  here  and  the  Conference  is  the  agency  at  hand. 

As  yet  the  Juvenile  Grange  work  is  in  the  making  and  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  perfect  the  Juvenile  work  and  the  training  of  Juvenile 
Matrons  become  one  of  the  coming  problems.  The  proper  authority  should 
plan  definite  work  and  programs  for  this  Grange  adjunct.  While  the 
Juvenile  work  must  be  subordinate  to  the  larger  Grange,  we  must  remember 
that  the  Juveniles  are  the  coming  Grangers  and  wherever  a  lively  Juvenile 
thrives  there  we  find  a  feeder  to  fill  the  ranks  of  the  Subordinate. 

Generally  there  must  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  every  Grange  in  the 
State  if  we  wish  to  maintain  the  stability  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 
The  Officers  to  be  elected  upon  whom  the  mantles  of  Master  and  Lecturer 
shall  fall,  have  arduous  duties  for  1927.  Leadership  of  a  high  order  with 
support  to  every  Lecturer  so  that  haphazard  programs  can  be  abolished, 
and  system  and  order  may  take  their  place;  a  larger  vision  and  true  ex- 
emplification of  Grange  principles  must  be  the  new  order  and  the  pos- 
sibilities and  opportunities  must  ever  be  held  in  mind  so  that  the  order 
may  grow  and  thrive.  Many  new  problems  will  engage  our  attention  this 
coming  year, — the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  with  its  many  problems  to 
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solve,  will  make  it  incumbent  upon  every  Grange  to  take  a  position  on 
many  issues.  The  old  problems  of  taxation  will  likely  be  the  absorbing 
subject  at  Harrisburg  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Grange  officials  in 
every  section  to  declare  themselves  unqualifiedly  on  this  issue.  Every  Grange 
Lecturer  should  arrange  to  have  this  matter  before  her  organization.  In 
all  things  the  local  Grange  should  take  the  forward  step  whether  the  affair 
relates  to  the  community,  the  county  or  the  state,  it  must  always  hue  the 
path  for  others  to  follow.  Conservative  and  yet  progressive  we  have 
weathered  the  storms  for  more  than  half  a  century  and  a  continuance  of 
these  policies  will  insure  the  permanency  of  the  organization  in  the  future 
and  the  Grange  Lecturer  will  have  no  small  part  in  shaping  these  policies. 

Lastly,  in  handing  back  my  commission  as  State  Lecturer,  I  want 
humbly  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  opportunity  granted.  I  have  ap- 
preciated fully,  the  splendid  and  courteous  treatment  at  your  hands.  You 
have  not  only  been  considerate  but  kind  to  me  in  the  superlative  degree. 
You  have  demonstrated  a  true  fraternal  spirit  and  a  high  order  of  human 
brotherhood  and  my  only  prayer  is  that  my  successor  may  have  the  same 
united  support  throughout  this  entire  great  Keystone  State.

The  account  is  closed  on  the  twentieth  of  each  month  in  order  to  make 
possible  the  publication  of  an  itemized  statement  in  the  succeeding  issue 
of  Grange  News.  From  November  20th  to  December  10th,  contributions  it 
the  sum  of  $2,142.16  were  received,  bringing  the  total  cash  in  the  fund  to 
$43,251.48,  as  of  December  10th. 

Speaking  in  general  terms  of  our  work,  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  confronting  us  is  to  maintain  the  strength  of  our  organization  and 
to  develop  the  unorganized  territory  within  our  borders. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  the  last  State  meeting,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee made  more  liberal  provision  for  the  compensation  of  deputies  in  do- 
ing extension  work,  which  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  State 
Grange  now  pays  the  deputy  $20.00  for  each  new  or  reorganized  Grange, 
matching  the  money  paid  out  by  the  National  Grange,  which  also  pays  the 
deputy  $20.00  for  each  new  Grange  in  States  with  a  membership  of  5,000 
or  more. 

While  there  is  no  room  for  new  organizations  in  some  sections  of  the 
State,  there  is  room  for  plenty  of  expansion  in  other  localities.  Several  of 
our  most  important  agricultural  counties  offer  a  fertile  field  for  organization 
work. 

During  recent  years,  hundreds  of  cooperative  associations  have  sprung 
up  in  the  agricultural  districts,  and  experience  has  shown  that  in  such  locali- 
ties it  is  difficult  to  establish  a  Grange.  Frequently  the  members  of 
these  associations  make  the  statement  that  they  can  buy  as  cheiaply  through 
their  cooperative  associations  as  they  can  through  the  purchasing  agency  of 
the  Grange.  Even  if  this  were  true,  every  member  who  is  imbued  with  the 
right  kind  of  Grange  spirit  will  agree  that  this  is  taking  a  very  narrow  and 
superficial  view  of  the  whole  situation. 

The  Grange  is  not  organized  and  maintained  solely  to  enable  its  mem- 
bers to  buy  fertilizer,  binder  twine,  dairy  feed,  and  other  farm  supplies 
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more  cheaply  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  It  is  a  great  fraternity,  a 
social  organization,  an  educational  institution,  and  a  cooperative  association, 
all  in  one  In  addition  to  this,  it  is  one  of  the  most  vital  forces  for  pro- 
moting the  cause  of  good  government  and  true  Americanism  that  we  have 
in  State  and  nation.  To  compare  such  an  organization  to  an  ordinary 
cooperative  association,  which  is  interested  purely  and  mmply  in  buying 
and  selling  commodities  of  one  kind  or  another  is  to  compare  things  that 
are  not  comparable. 

As  the  president  of  the  American  Country  Life  Association  said  a  few 
years  ago  "The  distinctive  opportunity  of  the  Grange  is  to  press  home  the 
doctrine  so  well  expounded  in  the  early  days  of  the  Order,  that  all  phases  of 
the  agricultural  problems  must  be  worked  out  together — the  economic,  the 
legislative,  the  educational  and  the  social — and  all  in  the  spirit  of  fraternity 
and  good  fellowship." 

Ten  years  have  gone  by  since  I  came  to  Harrisburg  ao  the  legislative 
agent  of  the  Grange.  During  the  past  eight  years  I  have  also  performed 
the  duties  of  the  secretaryship,  while  for  the  past  few  years  I  have  also  been 
entrusted  with  the  editorship  of  Grange  News. 

Public  announcement  has  been  made  of  the  fact  that  on  the  first  of 
January  I  am  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  Washington  office  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange. 

My  association  with  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Svate  Grange  have 
been  so  cordial,  and  the  opportunities  for  service  to  the  cause  of  agricul- 
ture and  our  organization  have  been  so  numerous  and  varied  in  the  place  I 
held,  that  I  look  forward  to  the  change  with  mingled  feelings. 

In  severing  my  connection  with  the  State  Grange,  I  bespeak  for  my 
successor  the  same  loyal  support  and  cooperation  that  has  been  so  freely 

accorded  to  me.

Our  readers  are  indebted  to  the  editorial  management  for  its  deter- 
mination to  obtain  a- much  original  matter  as  time  and  talent  would  permit, 
in  addition  to  whici  a  liberal  amount  was  spent  for  illustrations  in  order 
to  make  the  public^ion  more  readable  and  more  attractive.  All  these  ini- 
provements  invitee'  num.erous  favorable  comments  and  a  host  of  compli- 
ments, leading  me/ibers  of  other  Granges  throughout  the  nation  conceding 
that  Grange  New/  is  without  an  equal  among  Grange  publications. 

The  only  cl^id  overhanging  the  present  outlook  is  the  discomforting 
fact  that  GrangeNews  is  to  lose  the  services  of  its  editorial  manager,  Bro. 
Brenckman,  wh'  has  been  largely  responsible  for  improving  the  contents 
of  our  paper.

well  as  from  Dr.  Hannah  McK.  Lyons,  who  presides  over  the  destinies  of  the 
department  which  you  women  folks  so  enjoy,   known   as  "The   House  we

Permit  me  to  say  that  those  not  familiar  with  all  the  requirements  of 
a  publication  such  as  Grange  News  can  not  realize  the  amount  of  work  en- 
tailed in  filling  the  columns  with  matter  that  carries  with  it  hopes  of  meet- 
ing the  approval  and  satisfying  the  interest  of  more  than  87,000  readers. 

It  has  often  been  a  source  of  curiosity  to  me  to  ascertain  how  or  to 
what  extent  Grange  News  does  satisfy  the  members  of  our  Order,  or  ful- 
fills its  mission  as  a  Grange  organ;  and  whether  or  not  there  are  those  in 
this  audience  who  would  enjoy  some  other  features  not  now  receiving  at- 
tention. In  my  humble  opinion,  nothing  makes  for  a  lively  and  readable 
publication  as  do  contributions  and  expressions  of  opinions  on  various  topics 
from  our  members,  as  these  should  tend  to  bring  us  in  closer  union  and  pro- 
vide for  a  certain  human  interest  which  is  always  enjoyable  and  entertain- 
ing as  well  as  breeding  a  spirit  of  fraternalism  so  necessary  in  an  Order 
such  as  ours. 

I  might  say  right  here  that  our  editor  was  much  disappointed  during 
the  past  year  in  not  receiving  more  newsy  contributions  from  subordinate 
and  Pomona  Granges  throughout  the  State.  We  know  that  you  are  a  busy 
people,  but  don't  you  think  that  you  might  induce  your  secretaries  to  do  a 
little  more  reporting?  These  reports  need  not  be  lengthy:  in  fact,  I  know 
that  our  editors  would  rather  have  twenty  or  twenty-five  two-inch  reports 
from  that  many  Granges  than  half  columns  or  columns  from  a  few.  In 
the  parlance  of  the  street,  "Short  and  Snappy." 

The  most  trying  department  connected  with  Grange  News  is  the  solicit- 
ing of  advertisements,  made  more  difficult  by  the  fact  that  Pennsylvania  can 
boast  of  more  agricultural  publications  than  can  any  other  State  in  the 
Union — and  good  ones  at  that — meaning  that  they  get  the  cream  of  the 
advertising  business,  leaving  Grange  News  to  enjoy  a  smaller  fraction  of 
what  is  handed  out  by  agencies. 

Next  to  this,  is  the  keeping  in  good  shape  the  mailing  list — a  job 
requiring  patience,  good  humor,  and  a  high  type  of  Christian  forbearance,, 
to  say  nothing  of  a  certain  degree  of  physical  strength,  typographical  skill, 
a  familiarity  with  post  office  rulings,  and  a  knowledge  of  constantly  chang- 
ing railroad  routings — a  combination  rarely  discovered  in  a  single  member 
of  the  human  family  in  this  age  of  specialization.  But  the  one  officiating 
in  this  zone  of  activity  has  been  thus  engaged  for  a  number  of  years  and 
feels  himself  qualified  to  perform  these  duties,  although  he  does  not  lay 
claim  to  infallibility,  or  does  he  wish  to  be  considered  egotistical.  The 
mailing  list  at  the  present  time,  while  not  perfect  and  never  will  be,  is 
probably  as  near  perfect  as  can  be  expected  when  we  take  into  consideration 
that  50,200  names  are  handled  by  a  single  individual  at  one  end  and  more 
than  900  secretaries  scattered  in  every  county  of  the  State  at  the  other  end. 
During  the  past  year,  however,  only  311  Granges  out  of  920  have  sent  in 
new  or  revised  mailing  lists  of  those  entitled  to  receive  Grange  News,  so  it 
stands  to  reason  that  imperfections  must  be  plentiful.  I  have  received  more 
real  help,  generally  speaking,  from  postmasters  than  from  secretaries  of 
Granges. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say  that  if  I  am  permitted  to  make  a 
suggestion  or  offer  a  recommendation  to  the  ruling  powers  of  State  Grange, 
I  would  like  to  see  a  competent  member  of  our  Order  employed  to  be  con- 
stantly on  the  move  over  this  great  Commonwealth  of  ours,  gathering 
information,  items  of  interest,  and  certain  data  which  would  make  valuable 
and  profitable  reading  for  the  columns  of  Grange  News,  the  same  repre- 
sentative being  delegated  to  solicit  subscriptions  from  those  outside  of  our 
Order,  visit  secretaries  of  Granges  and  postmasters  regarding  the  status  of 
the  mailing  list,  and  perform  such  other  duties  that  would  redound  to  the 
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advantage  of  Grange  News,  and  at  the  same  time  be  a  potent  factor  in 
solidifying  our  subordinates  and  Pomonas,  and  thus  building  foundations 
for  a  largely  increased  membership.

In  accordance  with  the  custom  for  years  at  meetings  of  the  State 
Grange,  the  Home  Economics  Committee  was  given  special  leave  to  discuss 
phases  of  the  work  of  their  committee.  Dr.  Hannah  McK.  Lyons,  chairman 
of  the  Committee,  together  with  the  entire  committee  Avere  present. 

A  recess  was  declared  at  this  time  that  the  Mother's  Pension  Board  of 
Lancaster  County  might  come  in  and  hear  Miss  Leslie  M.  Foy  of  the  Penna. 
State  Charities  Association  as  she  plead  that  our  folks  have  a  better  under- 
standing of  Mother's  pensions  and  told  facts  showing  how  much  more 
economically  a  child  could  be  cared  for  with  its  mother  than  in  an  institu- 
tion, to  say  nothing  of  the  hardship  of  tearing  mother  and  children  apart 
when  a  sorrow  has  come  that  makes  it  necessary  to  give  aid  in  some  way. 

Another  guest  for  the  evening  was  Mr.  D.  Wilmot  Troup,  of  The 
Evangelical  Press,  Harrisbilrg,  Pa.,  who  represented  his  company,  pub- 
lishers of  the  Grange  Cook  Book.  Mr.  Troup  told  that  large  audience  of 
1,200  grange  folks  that  they  had  done  a  *'unique  thing"  in  the  cook  book 
world.  That  while  18,000  books  have  been  sold,  with  a  membership  of 
80,000  we  had  only  scratched  the  surface.  He  assured  the  men  that 
although  the  housewife  might  have  two  or  three  cook  books  already,  she 
could  find  use  and  a  place  for  another  one,  especially  when  like  the  Grange 
Cook  Book. 

The  auditorium  was  packed  to  capacity  when  the  playlet  of  the 
Philadelphia  "The  Interstate  Dairy  Council  Health  Fashion  Show"  was 
presented  by  Miss  Ethel  Windle,  who  represented  a  French  Madame,  and 
desired  the  womanhood  of  to-morrow  to  be  well-groomed.  She  described 
the  different  models  she  had  seen  on  a  trip  to  Healthland.  Mrs.  Emily 
Kalmbach  at  the  piano  added  much  to  the  pleasure  and  understanding  of 
the  evening. 

The  parts  were  taken  by  young  ladies  of  the  different  granges  of 
Lancaster  County  who  were  able  to  do  this  with  just  one  rehearsal.  They 
were  costumed  to  represent  "Morning"  with  bath  towel,  robe,  and  tooth 
brush  ornaments  representing  the  cleanliness  needed  as  a  preparation  for  a 
successful  day.  The  "ensemble"  representing  the  need  of  leafy  green 
vegetables  in  the  diet.  The  "Sports"  gown  representing  fresh  air  and 
exercise.  The  "Wedding"  gown,  popular  in  all  times  and  emphasizing  the 
need  of  dairy  products  in  the  diet  of  each  individual.  The  "Dinner"  gown 
told  of  the  place  of  fruits  in  every  menu  and  the  ever  popular  baked  apple. 
While  "Night"  spoke  for  rest  and  at  least  ten  hours  sleep  for  each  high 
school  student.  While  "Babbette"  the  little  French  Maid  ushered  the 
different  characters  in  at  the  right  time. 
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POMONA  MASTERS  SPEAK  FOR  COUNTIES 

Following  the  Home  Economics  program  the  chairman  of  the  Dor- 
mitory Committee,  Mr.  M.  B.  Orr  reported  for  his  committee,  telling  of  the 
splendid  work  done  by  granges  all  over  the  state  toward  raising  the  amount 
needed  to  build  the  Girls'  Dormitory  at  State  College;  he  called  on  a  mem- 
ber of  his  committee.  Prof  Bressler,  who  presented  the  Pennsylvania  Grange 
Map,  showing  all  granges  which  have  contributed  and  450  who  have  gone 
over  the  top;  while  there  is  more  than  .$43,000  in  hand  for  this  purpose. 
This  map  with  its  pins  was  closely  studied  during  the  remainder  of  the 
sessions. 

Then  came  the  march  of  the  Pomona  Masters  which  created  much 
interest,  when  each  Master  marched  across  the  stage  carrying  a  large  shield 
with  the  name  of  his  Pomona  written  across  it.  Each  man  told  in  a  minute 
what  his  county  had*  done  and  would  do  in  the  next  year  to  forward  this 
work.  The  men  brought  facts,  told  in  a  spicy  way,  which  created  real 
interest  in  finishing  very  speedily  the  task,  the  grange  has  set  for  itself. 
The  shield  indicating  that  the  Pomona  will  shield  the  honor  of  the  State 
Grange  in  this  undertaking. 


REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  DORMITORY  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Patrons: 

Your  Memorial  Dormitory  Committee  is  very  happy  to  report  that  there 
is  widespread  interest  in  the  memorial  project  of  the  Pennsylvania  Granges. 
This  interest  is  becoming  more  intense  each  month.  The  review  of  the 
Pomona  Masters  at  this  meeting  of  the  State  Grange  and  the  sentiment  that 
each  one  expressed  to  return  to  his  home  wih  renewed  energy  bent  upon 
raising  the  suggested  quota  for  each  county,  was  a  fine  indication  of  the 
attitude  of  the  Granges  toward  this  worthy  cause. 

At  the  present  time  more  than  500  Granges  of  the  State  have  par- 
ticipated in  this  project.  A  few  dollars  more  than  |4 5,000  have  been  paid 
into  the  fund.  With  this  amount  of  cash  on  hand  it  would  seem  apparent 
that  the  Dormitory  fund  is  off  to  a  real  start. 

The  Committee  urges  especially  that  those  Granges  which  have 
pledged  amounts  that  have  not  been  paid  and  these  Granges,  likewise,  that 
are  holding  funds  in  their  own  local  treasury  awaiting  the  time  when 
ground  will  actually  be  broke  for  the  building,  send  in  their  contribution  at 
their  earliest  convenience.  Their  action  in  this  matter  will  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  other  Granges  and  will  hasten  the  day  that  we  all  look  forward  to, 
viz.,  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  for  the  Memorial  Dormitory  to  be  erected 

on  the  Campus  of  the  Penna.  State  College.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

We  recommend  the  careful  consideration  of  our  Worthy  Master's  Ad- 
dress. It  is  brimming  over  with  enthusiasm,  shows  a  keen  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  our  order  and  is  pregnant  with  suggestions  which  if  adopted 
would  not  only  advance  the  order  to  a  new  zenith  of  power  but  would  like- 
wise be  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  individual  member,  and  to  the  business 
of  Agriculture  in  general. 

We  heard  with  pleasure  the  fact  of  the  increased  Stability  and  Loy- 
alty of  the  Membership,  and  note  with  pride  the  increase  in  both  member- 
ship and  Granges  throughout  the  country.  We  cannot  emphasize  too 
strongly  his  suggestion  that  the  subordinate  Grange  should  be  so  conducted 
as  to  raise  the  standard  of  citizenship  in  its  community.  And  refer  this 
suggestion  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  so  that  some  united  effort  might  be 
made  to  this  end. 

We  sense  the  importance  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  and  concur  with  our 
master  in  his  suggestion  that  more  funds  should  be  available  for  this  branch 
of  our  order,  as  well  as  to  the  question  he  raises  relative  to  the  better 
financing  of  Subordinate  and  State  work  in  referring  these  suggestions  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  we  solicit  their  earnest  consideration  to  the  end 
that  we  may  the  better  serve. 

We  would  urge  upon  the  Legislative  Committee  the  importance  of 
watching  closely  all  bills  presented  in  the  Legislative  Halls  at  Harrisburg. 
which  in  any  way  affect  the  best  interests  and  welfare  of  our  large  rural 
population  in  the  great  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  urge  upon  our  members 
the  importance  of  co-operating  more  closely  in  the  sale  of  our  farm  products, 
that  the  farmer  may  secure  for  his  labors,  a  price  commensurate  with  the 
time,  energy  and  expense  involved.  In  this  connection,  we  heartily  concur 
in  all  our  Worthy  Master  has  said,  in  reference  to  the  Keystone  Grange  Ex- 
change and  the  Grange  Insurance  Companies. 

To  the  Home  Economics  Committee,  we  are  indeed  grateful  for  the 
splendid  contribution  to  our  advancement  in  the  form  of  the  Grange  Cook 
Book  and  the  Grange  Song  Book,  and  urge  upon  the  newly  appointed  Com- 
mittee the  importance  of  continuing  the  good  work  thus  far  so  nobly  car- 
ried on. 

We  rejoice  in  the  generosity  with  which  some  of  our  people  are  sup- 
porting the  Grange  Dormitory  at  State  College,  and  wish  that  this  might  be 
state-wide.  We  refer  to  the  State  College  Memorial  Committee  the  sug- 
gestion that  they  should  present  to  the  subordinate  Granges,  sufficient  in- 
formation relative  to  this  project  and  suggest  to  the  various  Granges  ways 
and  means  by  which  this  fund  could  be  secured. 

In  the  matter  of  Taxation,  we  know  our  Legislative  Committee  is  on  the 
alert  and  will  rest  not  night  nor  day  until  they  have  secured  at  least  a 
partial  equalization  of  taxes  so  that  the  Agricultural  Industry  will  not  be 
compelld  to  bear  the  tax  burden  of  the  more  deeply  politically  intrenched 
Industries  which  are  now  relatively  tax-free. 

We  learn  with  regret  of  the  going  from  our  midst  to  a  larger  field 
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our  genial  secretary,  Brother  Fred  Brenckman  and  refer  to  the  Resolutions 
Committee  the  framing  of  a  suitable  tribute  to  his  worth  and  personality. 

The  suggestion  relative  to  financing  our  state  road  program  is  re- 
ferred to  the  Legislative  Committee  with  the  request  that  they  draft  some  bill 
which  will  adequately  care  for  this  work  yet  at  the  same  time  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  farmer  and  his  industry. 

We  suggest  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  that  a  suitable  memorial  be 
presented  which  will  set  forth  our  attitude  toward  and  approval  of  the 
Program  of  Dr.  Haas  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Our  Master  warns  of  the  danger  confronting  our  direct  Primary  Sys- 
tem and  we  refer  to  the  Legislative  Committee  the  task  of  framing  Leg- 
isfaction  which  will  strengthen  its  weak  points  but  in  no  wise  weaken  its 
strong  points. 

We  urge  upon  every  subordinate  Grange  and  individual  Grange  mem- 
ber the  importance  of  Law  Enforcement  and  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  those 
selfish  interests  which  would  destroy  the  great  work  and  good  already 
accomplished  in  this  direction. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  our  state  officers  for  their  whole-hearted 
efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  best  interests  of  our  noble  order  and  have 
confidence  that  the  future  will  see  still  greater  accomplishments  for  the 
well  being  of  our  farm  homes  and  industries.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Executive  Committee  wishes  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Early  in  January,  the  Worthy  State  Master  Dewey  called  the  Executive 
Committee  and  State  Deputies  together  in  Harrisburg  to  discuss  the  welfare 
of  our  organization,  and  plan  for  the  year's  work. 

Your  Executive  Committee,  feeling  that  more  new  Granges  should  be 
organized,  unanimously  agreed  to  give  $20.00  instead  of  $5.00  as  heretofore 
to  be  added  to  the  $20.00  given  by  the  National  Grange  for  the  organization 
of  new  Granges,  also  that  the  expense  of  organizing  Juvenile  Granges 
should  not  be  borne  by  the  State  Grange  and  suggest  -  that  this  expense 
should  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Pomonas.  Moved  and  supported  that  the 
State  Grange  donate  an  appropriate  or  suitable  sum  for  the  giving  of 
medals  to  winners  of  such  Vocational  School  projects  as  may  be  fostered 
by  the  State  Grange  at  the  1927  Farm  Products  show  at  Harrisburg. 

At  this  time  your  Ex.  Com.  met  representatives  of  State  College  and 
Centre  County  Pomona.  At  this  meeting  it  was  arranged  to  have  a 
Leadership  Conference  at  Centre  Hall,  August  17,  18,  19  and  20th,  1926. 
Registration  fee  to  be  $5.00. 

The  Local  Committee,  to  receive  809f  and  the  State  Grange  to  receive 
20 9r  of  all  fees.  The  Worthy  State  Secretary  to  act  as  director  and  The 
Worthy  State  Lecturer  as  chairman  of  the  Conference. 

We  believe  the  funds  for  the  Girls'  Dormitory  at  State  College  well 
handled  and  safe,  being  well  bonded  and  secured. 

Send  all  funds  direct  to  the  State  Secretary,  who  makes  monthly  re- 
mittances of  all  money  received  by  him  for  this  fund  to  the  State  Treasurer; 
who  likewise  makes  monthly  remittances  to  the  proper  authorities  at  State 
College. 


On  March  22nd,  your  Worthy  Master  and  Ex.  Com.  upon  invitation  of 
Erie  County,  Pomona  met  at  Erie  looked  over  the  equipment  in  that  city 
for  the  accomodation  of  State  Grange  and  found  it  good  and  quite  adequate. 
Having  received  an  invitation  from  Lancaster  County  Pomona  to  hold  the 
1926  meeting  in  Lancaster,  they  went  from  Erie  to  Lancaster  and  found 
the  accomodations  much  the  same  as  in  Erie.  It  is  fifty  years  since  State 
Grange  met  in  Lancaster. 

After  long  and  careful  deliberation,  considering  possibly  more  than 
anything  else,  the  condition  of  the  organization  in  this  community,  and 
the  possibility  at  the  present  time  of  obtaining  substantial  gains  to  our 
order  in  this  territory,  it  was  decided  to  hold  our  192  6  Convention  in  Lan- 
caster County. 

We  are  sorry  to  note  that  National  Grange  day  and  Pennsylvania 
farmers  day  at  the  Sesqui-Centennial  were  not  held  the  same  week,  howevr 
as  it  was,  Pnnsylvania  State  Grange  took  part  in  both  events.  We  feel 
the  publicity  gained  to  our  order  was  sufficient  recompense  for  our  effort.

Your  Executive  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  Grange  Life  is 
growing  rapidly  in  our  State  and  the  service  that  has  been  rendered  to  many 
of  our  Grange  families  through  our  connection  with  the  Farmers  and 
Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  is  very  gratifying. 

Every  death  claim  is  paid  promptly  and  without  question.  One  Double 
Indemnity  claim  of  $2,000  was  paid  to  a  widow  whose  husband  was  killed 
by  lightning  within  ten  days  after  making  application  for  policy. 

Our  Company  is  becoming  a  strong  financial  institution  with  over 
$2,550,000  of  Assets,  $2,100,000  of  which  is  reserve  set  aside  for  the  policy 
holder. 

In  order  to  extend  this  splendid  service  into  every  Grange  Community 
your  Executive  Committee,  at  the  last  Annual  session  recommended  that  at 
least  5  New  Grange  Life  Insurance  policies  be  written  in  every  Subordi- 
nate Grange  of  Pennsylvania  during  1926.  Our  Worthy  State  Master  sent 
out  letters  to  the.  Subordinate  Grange  Masters  at  various  times  during  the 
year  urging  that  this  Campaign  go  over  100^;;^.  Our  Company,  the 
Farmers  and  Traders  Life  was  asked  to  cooperate  with  the  Subordinate 
Grange  Officers  in  working  out  to  a  successful  completion  this  plan  and, 
we  are  satisfied  that  our  Company  has  done  its  utmost.  They  report  that 
they  have  completed  the  Campaign  100%  in  every  Subordinate  Grange 
where  the  Officers  showed  any  interest  in  carrying  out  the  plan  and,  that  in 
addition  to  this  their  agents  succeeded  in  writing  5  policies  in  a  number 
of  Granges  where  they  received  no  assistance  from  the  Grange  Officers. 

We  made  rather  a  poor  showing  by  only  completing  the  Campaign  in 
103  Subordinate  Granges,  but  even  with  this  poor  showing  we  did  some- 
thing worthwhile,  because  the  business  written  on  Grange  members  this 
year  shows  a  material  increase  over  any  previous  year  and,  your  Executive 
Committee  realizing  more  and  more  the  value  that  this  service  is  going 
to  mean  to  our  Grange  Communities  in  the  future  most  heartily  recommends 
that  the  Campaign  for  5  New  Grange  Life  policies  in  every  Subordinate 
Grange  be  carried  thru  the  coming  year  and,  we  would  urge  that  every  dele- 
gate here  assembled  go  back  home  determined  that  his  or  her  home  Grange 
wiU  go  over  100%  on  this  plan  of  service  in  1927. 

The  revenue  to  our  State  Grange  thru  the  operation  of  our  contract 
with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  this  year  is  $2,643.73.  This  revenue  is  in- 
creasing every  year  and,  if  we  should  succeed  in  completing  the  Campaign 
in  1927,  it  would  mean  an  increase  in  this  source  of  revenue  to  the  State 
Grange  of  at  least  $2,000  annually  for  the  next  nine  years. 
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This  financial  support  to  our  organization  in  addition  to  the  service 
to  our  membership  should  make  every  Patron  a  booster  for  Grange  Life 
Insurance  and  a  worker  on  the  Campaign  the  coming  year. 

For  fear  that  some  one  may  have  the  impression  that  this  money  should 
go  to  the  policyholder  instead  of  to  our  State  Grange,  we  wish  you  to  know 
that  this  money  is  paid  to  the  State  Grange  out  of  commissions  that  would 
otherwise  be  paid  to  the  agents  if  our  contract  did  not  exist  and  out  of 
money  that  is  paid  to  the  agent  by  all  other  Life  Insurance  Companies. 
The  Premium  rates  of  Grange  Life  Insurance  policies  are  as  low  as  New 
Vork  Insurance  Laws  will  permit,  so  that  the  State  Grange  is  not  receiving 
a  cent  at  the  expense  of  the  policyholder.

With  the  object  in  view  of  rendering  real  service  to  our  membership 
your  Executive  Committee  again  recommends  that  we  carry  out  the  plan 
successfully  during  1927  that  we  partially  completed  in  1926  and  the  co- 
operation of  every  loyal  Patron  is  enlisted.

The  records  of  the  past  year  closing  November  30,  1926  disclose  that 
the  Company  is  just  about  holding  its  own  as  to  new  members,  having 
gained  approximately  100  new  members  during  the  year.

THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  session  convened  at  9.30  o'clock  and  the  first  committee  to  report 
was  Committee  on  Salaries. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SALARIES 

Your  Committee  on  Salaries  makes  the  following  report: 

While  we  realize  that  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange  are  underpaid 
in  comparison  with  the  pay  received  by  the  officers  of  other  organizations, 
we  feel,  nevertheless,  that  under  present  conditions,  it  is  perhaps  for  the 
good  of  the  Order  that  no  revision  of  salaries  be  made  either  way. 

We  recommend  that  as  near  as  possible  the  same  schedule  be  main- 
tained as  was  in  vogue  during  the  past  term.  We  recommend  that  the 
Master  receive  $2,000  a  year  and  necessary  expenses  when  engaged  in 
Grange  work;  Lecturer,  $300  per  year,  and  $6.00  per  day  when  working 
for  the  Grange,  his  expenses  and  per  diem  to  be  equally  divided  so  far  as 
practicable  between  the  Granges  he  may  visit  and  the  State  Grange;  Treas- 
urer, $400  per  year.  We  fifrther  recommend  that  the  Secretary  receive 
$1  400  a  year  for  attending  to  the  duties  of  that  position.  If  the  Secretary 
be' also  employed  as  legislative  agent,  he  shall  be  allowed  as  much  addi- 
tional compensation  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  consider  just  and 
proper  for  the  extra  services  rendered.  We  recommend  that  the  members 
of  the  Executive,  Legislative,  and  Finance  Committees  be  allowed  $3.00 
per  day  and  necessary  expenses  when  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Grange. 
We  also  recommend  that  all  officers  of  the  State  Grange  be  allowed  their 
mileage  and  expenses  for  attending  the  sessions  of  the  State  Grange.  The 
State  Deputies  shall   receive   $4.00   per  day  and  necessary  expenses  when 

employed  in  Grange  work.

Another  anniversary  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  has  rolled 
around  and  we  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report  to  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  annual  session  at

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  season  has  been  adverse  to  the  best 

interests  of  the  farmer,  for  many  of  them  have  had  to  leave  crops  in  the 

field  to  rot.  yet  we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  co-operative  work  has  been 

the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Exchange. 

In  looking  back  over  the  record  made  this  year  and  comparing  it  with 

that  of  last  selson  we  are  glad  to  point  out  a  few  of  our  leading  commod- 

ities. 

Spraying  Materials  is  our  leader  and  shows  a  growth  of  60%  over  pre- 
vious record  We  hope  that  more  of  you  will  remember  us  when  buying 
next  year's  supply. 

BINDER  TWINE  holds  second  place  on  the  list  and  shows  an  increase 
of  more  than  25%  over  last  year.  New  machinery  is  being  ^stalled  at 
the  miU  at  this  time  and  the  officials  report  they  will  give  us  the  best  of 
twine  next  summer. 

FERTILIZERS  are  third  on  the  list  and  show  a  gain  of  |27,000  or  an 
increase  of  more  than  18%  for  the  year. 

While  FEEDS  do  not  total  as  much  in  dollars  and  cents  as  last  year  s 
record  yet  we  have  actually  sold  many  more  tons.  This  difference  is  ex- 
plained by  the  fact  that  feed  prices  are  from  four  to  eight  dollars  a  ton 
lower  this  year. 

If  the  indifferent  granges  would  co-operate  with  us  and  help  increase 
volume  it  would  place  us  in  a  position  to  demand  still  greater  prices  and 
thus  secure  for  the  members  of  their  granges  larger  benefits  through  co- 
operation.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 


The  following  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  were 
adopted:  • 

We  recommend  that  this  body  urge  the  Legislature  and  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  give  adequate  financial  support  to  the  work  of 
eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  the  state. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  be  given 
sufficient  support  from  the  Legislature  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the 
experimental  work  and  field  work  in  infectious  abortion  in  cattle. 

We  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  consider  the  adop- 
tion of  a 'breeding  and  development  program  with  the  dairy  cattle  in  the 
various  state  institutions.  . 

The  beautification  of  Grange  property  by  proper  landscaping  and  in- 
terior decoration  should  be  the  aim  of  every  Grange;  we  urge  the  advanc- 
ment  of  this  work  and  recommend  that  the  Extension  Dept.  of  Penna.  State. 
College  be  called  upon  for  expert  assistance  in  this  work.  We  urge  that 
this  work  be  carried  to  the  home  as  well. 

We  recommend  that  this  body  urge  the  Legislature  and  Governor  tc 
give  sufficient  support  to  our  State  College  to  enable  them  to  keep  apace  with 
other  state  institutions  and  especially  urge  the  support  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  in  order  that  this  department  will  at  all  times  be  able  to  give 
what  assistance  is  necessary  to  enable  our  agricultural  enterprises  to  meet 
competition  from  other  states  and  other  parts  of  the  world.

SOIL  SURVEY 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  proper  step  be  taken  to  secure  the  introduc- 
tion and  passing  of  a  bill  by  the  State  Legislature,  the  purpose  of  which  is 
to  provide  money  to  match  an  equal  expenditure  on  the  part  of  the  Bureau 
of  Soils  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleting the  detailed  soil  survey  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  soil  survey  provides  a  detailed  inventory  of  the  soil  resources  ot 

the  country,  county  by  county.  ^     .     ^  „         oo^    «*  *i,« 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  28%  of  the 
land  area  of  the  State  has  been  mapped  since  1908.  Owing  to  the  lack 
of  state  funds  no  work  has  been  done  since  1921.  Pennsylvania  is  the  only 
important  agricultural  state  that  is  not  pushing  this  work.  All  of  the 
adjacent  states  have  either  completed  the  work  or  have  provided  sufficient 
funds  for  its  continuance  in  a  systematic  manner. 

A  detailed  soil  survey  is  not  expensive.  It  will  not  cost  the  state  more 
than  four  cents  an  acre.  An  appropriation  of  $10,000  a  year  would  assure 
the  mapping  of  four  average  sized  counties  when  matched  by  an  equal  ex- 
penditure on  the  part  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Approved  by  Committee  and  action  sustained. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

History  tells  but  one  story.  The  characters  of  that  story  are  changing 
constantly;  new  conditions  caused  by  invention,  science  and  increased 
knowledge  alter  the  details  of  the  narrative;  the  motives  of  service,  ambi- 
tion or  revenge  may  assume  different  aspects;  but  always  the  general  plot 
remains  the  same.     It  is  the  rise  and  fall  of  empires  and  nations. 

Invariably,  there  are  two  elements  which  appear  in  the  process  ot 
decay.  They  are,  first,  the  corruption  of  government,  and  secondly,  the 
decadence  of  Agriculture.  We  believe  that  the  tendency  today  in  this 
country  is  toward  both  of  these  prevailing  cailses. 

By  "  Corruption  of  Government  "  is  meant  not  only  bribery  of  tne 
representative  of  government,  but  also  the  dangerous  condition  where  the 
powers  of  government  are  centralized  in  selfish  interests  concerned  only 
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in  their  own  material  welfare,  the  general  flouting  of  laws  so  that  lawless- 
ness becomes  the  accepted  thing,  and  all  those  similar  elements  which  can 
be  included  in  the  broad  classification  of  the  loss  of  patriotism. 

Look  at  the  conditions  of  today.  Since  our  last  meeting  there  has 
been  spread  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  land  the  stories  of 
vast  sums  of  money  spent  in  the  control  of  elections,  of  the  heavy  contribu- 
tions by  those  interested  in  public  utilities  to  the  campaign  funds  of  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  regulate  those  public  utilities,  of  the  trials  for  corrup- 
tion of  two  former  members  of  the  cabinet  of  a  former  President  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  bribery  by  the  bootleggers  of  various  governmental 
agencies  so  that  the  machinery  of  government  has  been  used  in  promoting 
an  unlawful  liquor  traffic,  of  murders  and  crimes  of  all  degrees,  of  the 
inability  of  the  constituted  authorities  in  certain  sections  of  the  country  to 
control  crime  so  that  armed  bands  walk  the  streets  in  control  of  the  situa- 
tion, and  of  the  attempts  by  states  to  nullify  by  referendums  the  effect  of 
the  Federal  Constitution  and  its  supporting  statutes.  All  of  these  portray 
a  most  unpleasant  situation  and  would  seem  to  give  the  impression  that 
our  system  of  government  is  a  failure. 

Obviously,  however,  the  government  has  not  broken  down,  for  it  will 
be  noted  that  the  publicity  relating  to  these  matters  is  usually  concerning 
some  methods  or  attempts  of  correction  or  punishment. 

But  the  serious  phase  of  this  whole  situation,  in  our  minds,  is  the  calm 
acceptance  of  such  conditions  by  the  public  at  large.  Notwithstanding  all 
of  these  events,  as  well  as  a  vast  number  of  others  of  similar  import,  have 
come  before  us  from  day  to  day,  yet  there  seems  to  be  a  lethargy  or  paraly- 
sis of  the  public  conscience.  No  roar  of  anger  is  heard.  No  resentment 
is  displayed.     The  public  is  asleep. 

America  must  awake,  must  restore  a  government  of  law,  must  return 
to  the  spirit  of  patriotism  of  the  fathers,  if  she  too  will  not  end  unfavorably 
her  chapter  in  history. 

The  decadence  of  American  Agriculture  is  a  subject  much  discussed 
today.  That  the  farmers  of  America  are  not  sharing  in  the  general  pros- 
perity is  conceded.  In  three  decades  we  have  changed  from  an  agricul- 
tural to  an  industrial  nation.  The  trend  from  farm  to  city,  from  home 
and  farm  ownership  to  tenantry,  from  independence  to  various  species  of 
dependence  and  servitude  is  steadily  increasing.  American  agriculture 
should  be  placed  on  a  level  with  other  American  industries.  Only  by  the 
devising  of  a  system  which  will  give  to  agriculture  the  benefits  now  given 
by  the  tariff  to  other  industries,  or  by  the  removal  of  all  tariffs,  so  that  the 
farmer  can  buy  as  he  must  now  sell,  at  the  world's  market  price,  together 
with  the  fostering  of  strong  farmers'  co-operative  associations  which  can 
lawfully  control  production  and  distribution  so  as  to  assure  an  adequate 
return  to  their  members,  can  this  inequality  be  removed.  Control  by 
governmental  agencies  of  farmers'  co-operative  associations  will  be  dis- 
astrous. Credit  by  the  government  to  such  agencies  may  be  helpful.  Pros- 
perity must  return  to  American  Agriculture  for  without  it  America  cannot 

long  endure.  .     ^  v  ♦ 

We  offer  no  panaceas  for  the  conditions  as  hereinbefore  outlined  but 
each  of  our  following  recommendations  does,  in  our  opinion,  in  some 
measure  tend  toward  a  better  agriculture  and  a  stronger  America. 


NATIONAL.  AFFAIRS 

MUSCLE  SHOALS 

We  concur  in  the  action  taken  last  month  by  the  National  Grange  to 
this  effect.  "  The  best  interests  of  Agriculture  and  the  nation  will  be  served 
by  the  leasing  of  Muscle  Shoals  to  the  responsible  company  making  the  best 
offer  and  agreeing  to  manufacture  a  high-grade  fertilizer  material  carrying 
not  less  than  40  per  cent  plant  food  and  waiving  all  royalties  and  carrying 
the  terms  and  conditions  set  up  by  Congress,  and  in  full  compliance  with 
the  terniB  of  the  National  Defense  Act  of  1916  in  the  manufacture  of 
nitrates  for  fertilizer  in  time  of  peace  and  the  production  of  explosives  in 
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time  of  war  "  To  this  we  would  add  provisions  for  a  Farmer  Board  with 
adequate  functions  in  regard  to  cost  factors  in  the  manufacture  of  and  a 
proper  geographical  distribution  of  fertilizers;  a  rapid  progress  to  the  an- 
nual capacity  production  of  the  project;  and  definite  assurances,  without 
possibility  of  evasion,  that  the  project  will  be  devoted  in  peace  times  to  the 
fixation  of  atmospheric  nitrogen  and  the  making  of  fertilizers.  We  urge 
the  adoption  by  Congress  of  legislation  which  will  carry  out  such  a  Policy 
believing  at  the  present  time,  that  the  proposal  made  under  date  of  April 
24  1926  by  the  American  Cyanamid  Company,  one  experienced  in  the 
manufacture  of  fertilizers,  comes  the  closest  to  assuring  this  policy. 

TRUTH  IN  FABRICS 
We  again  demand  the  enactment  of  an  adequate  Truth-in-Fabrics  Law. 

FEDERAL  FARM  LOAN  SYSTEM 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  any  change  in  the  Federal  Farm  Loan 
System  which  will  further  centralize  its  control,  thereby  removing  from 
farmers  the  little  voice  in  its  affairs  which  they  now  have. 

FEDERAL  APPROPRIATIONS 

We  favor  liberal  appropriations  by  the  Federal  Government  to  the 
States  to  aid  in  the  eradication  of  insect  pests  and  Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

NATIONAL  BOARD  OF  FARM  ORGANIZATIONS 

We  firmly  believe  that  our  association  with  the  National  Board  of 
Farm  Organizations  is  decidedly  advantageous  to  Pennsylvania  agriculture. 
The  National  Board  has  established  a  clearing  house  for  farm  organiza- 
tions at  Washington.  It  has  been  most  influential  in  securing  the  adoption 
of  such  measures  as  the  Copper-Volstead  Law,  which  has  been  termed  the 
^  B^U  of  Ss  of  Co-opera?ive  Associations  "  of  the  Filled  Milk  Law  and 
the  repeal  of  the  Daylight  Saving  Law.  It  presented  to  the  national  po- 
litical conventions  of  both  major  parties  for  the  first  time  the  platforms  of 
a  united  agriculture.  We  therefore  recommend  the  renewal  of  our  affilia- 
tion therewith  for  another  year. 

PROHIBITION 

The  fundamental  law  of  the  United  States  should  be  observed  by 
every  decent  American.  The  attempts  to  emasculate  the  18th  Amendment 
and  its  enabling  statutes  by  state  referendums  is  subversive  of  law  and 
order  and  is  un-American.  The  Consitution  provides  a  definite  method  ot 
amendment.      That  method  and  that  alone  should  be  recognized. 

STATE  AFFAIRS 

TAXATION 

We  again  affirm  our  belief  that  the  easiest  and  fairest  means  of 
equalizing  taxation  and  of  raising  needed  additional  revenues  for  state 
purposes  is  by  removing  the  present  needless,  unjust  and  corrupting  ex- 
emption of  manufacturing  corporations  from  taxation.  The  payment  by 
such  corporations  of  the  5  mill  state  tax,  now  imposed  on  other  corpora- 
tions, is  not  discriminatory.  Other  states  are  now  taxing  manufacturing 
corporations  in  some  form,  so  that  the  5  mill  tax  on  the  actual  value  of  the 
capital  stock  of  manufacturing  corporations  in  Pennsylvania  would  not 
subject  such  corporations  to  unfair  competition.  .     .      „      ^,„ 

However,   as   the   next   administration   is   committed   against   all   new 
taxation,  warning  should  now  be  given  that  if  no  new  revenues  are  to  be 
obtained  the  expenses  of  the  State  must  be  kept  within  the  present  revenues 
Appropriations  by  the  Legislature  are  increasing  from  year  to  year  without 
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adequate  increase  of   the  means  of  meeting  them.     Therefore  either  new 
revenues  must  be  found  or  else  expenditures  must  be  curtailed. 

There  are  certain  projects  to  which  the  state  is  committed  and  for 
which  there  should  be  increased,  rather  than  decreased  appropriations. 
Some  of  these  are  Public  Roads,  Public  Schools,  Eradication  of  Insect  Pests 
and  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  and  State  College.  Such  increased  appropriations 
can  be  met  largely  by  decentralizing  the  Departments  of  Highways  and 
Education  and  by  decreasing  the  present  large  appropriations  to  certain 
private  educational  institutions.  By  decentralizing,  we  mean,  the  returning 
to  the  local  districts  of  the  powers  originally  held  by  them  for  conducting 
their  own  affairs.  If  the  powers  of  the  departments  were  made  merely 
advisory  as  they  used  to  be,  instead  of  autocratic  as  they  now  are,  the 
present  expenditures  would  go  vastly  farther  in  the  advancement  of  town- 
ship and  borough  roads  and  schools.  By  decreasing  the  present  large 
appropriations  to  certain  educational  institutions,  we  refer  to  the  practice 
of  giving  large  and  excessive  appropriations  to  certain  private  colleges  and 
universities,  which  sums  should  rather  be  spent  for  the  good  of  the  people 

at  large. 

If  we  are  correctly  informed,  it  is  now  the  practise  for  certain  colleges 
and  universities,  which  receive  large  sums  from  this  state  to  limit  the 
enrollment  of  pupils  from  this  state.  The  result,  obviously,  is  that  the 
taxpayers  of  Pennsylvania  are  paying  for  the  tuition  of  residents  of  other 
states,  as  well  as  for  those  of  foreign  countries.  The  money  so  used  should 
be  given  to  our  own  State  College  which,  we  believe,  has  at  least  97%  of 
its  enrollment  composed  of  Pennsylvanians. 

We  emphatically  serve  notice  that  the  rural  districts  of  Pennsylvania 
will  not  sit  idly  by  and  permit  excessive  expenditures  to  be  made  for  non- 
essentials while  decreased  appropriations  are  made  for  the  essentials  such 
as  roads  and  schools.  The  result  of  such  a  movement  would  be  to  increase 
local  taxation  to  the  benefit  of  the  manufacturing  corporations,  thus  still 
further  increasing  the  present  inequality  in  taxation.  In  all  fairness,  if 
the  corporations  are  to  be  relieved  of  further  taxation,  farm  property  and 
real  estate  generally  should  receive  like  treatment. 

If  no  new  revenues  are  to  accrue  to  the  state,  the  chaff  should  be 
winnowed  from  the  grain,  decentralization  should  be  inaugurated,  the 
control  of  local  affairs  should  be  returned  to  local  officers  and  economy 
should  prevail. 

AUTOMOILE    BUS   AND   FREIGHT   LINES 

The  time  has  come,  in  our  judgment,  when  both  to  increase  the 
revenues  for  road  purposes  as  well  as  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  our 
expensively  constructed  roads,  that  all  automobile  bus  and  freight  lines, 
which  use  our  public  roads  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight 
for  hire,  should  be  taxed  specially,  such  tax  to  be  based  upon  the  length  of 
the  route,  the  number  of  trips  each  day  and  the  weight  of  the  vehicles  used. 
The  railroads  are  compelled  to  purchase  their  rights  of  way  and  to  construct 
and  maintain  their  road-beds  and  tracks  at  their  own  expense.  Automobile 
bus  and  freight  lines  are  using  roads  built  and  maintained  by  the  public. 
Such  lines  should  contribute  their  fair  share  of  the  cost  of  such  construction 
and  maintenance.  We  recommend  the  adoption  at  the  next  Legislature  of 
a  law  which  will  provide  therefor. 

In  this  connection,  we  also  approve  of  the  principle  of  reducing  the 
size,  weight  and  maximum  load  of  automobile  trucks  to  a  point  where  they 
will  not  unduly  impede  traffic  or  cause  excessive  depreciation  to  the  road- 
way. 

ASSESSMENT   AND   COLLECTION   OF   TAXES 

It  is  evident  that  during  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  another 
attempt  will  be  made  to  pass  a  bill  similar  to  the  Ludlow  Bill  of  1923  and 
1925.  The  purpose  of  that  bill  was  to  further  centralize  government  by 
the  taking  away  from  the  local  district  and  placing  under  centralized  con- 
trol the  assessing  and  collecting  of  taxes.     A  vast  fund  of  misinformation 
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as  to  the  cost  of  collecting  taxes  has  been  spread  throughout  the  State. 
That  such  costs  are  excessive  in  rural  districts  we  deny.  If  cities  of  the 
first,  second,  or  third  classes  wish  to  have  the  collection  of  their  taxes 
simplified,  let  provision  be  made  therefor.  The  country  districts  do  not 
want  a  new  system  which  will  give  to  a  county  oflice  the  right  to  say  to 
the  locality  as  to  who  shall  assess  and  who  shall  collect  our  local  taxes. 
Such  a  system  for  the  rural  districts  will  be  more  expensive  than  the 
present  method  and  will  be  a  fertile  field  for  political  manipulation.  We 
demand  that  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  on  rural  property  be 
left,  as  now,  to  local  officers  locally  elected. 

ELECTIONS 

Any  change  in  our  system  of  direct  primary  elections  should  be 
rather  to  strengthen  than  to  abolish  it.  An  electorate  competent  to  elect 
should  also  be  competent  to  nominate  those  whom  it  elects.  All  elections 
should  give  to  the  people  a  fulU  free  and  open  choice  of  public  servants 
and  should  be  surrounded  witli  every  reasonable  precaution  to  insure 
freedom  of  voting  and  an  honest  count. 

STATE   FAIR 
We  reaflarm  our  position  favoring  a  State  Fair  for  Pennsylvania. 


STATE   BOND  ISSUES 

There  are  now  pending  at  least  six  measures  which,  if  adopted  by  the 
people  will  increase  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth.  Three 
of  these,  namely,  $25,000,000  for  refore^ation,  $8,000,000  for  State 
Armories  and  $5,000,000  for  State  College,  have  been  approved  by  two 
successive  legislatures  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  people  at  the  proper 
time  for  approval  or  rejection.  The  other  three,  namely,  for  a  third 
$50,000,000  for  highways,  $35,000,000  for  Soldiers'  Bonus  and  $100,000,- 
000  for  State  buildings  and  for  a  Memorial  Bridge  at  Harrisburg,  must 
again  be  approved  by  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  before  sub- 
mission to  the  people.  The  approval  of  all  of  these  loans,  together  with 
the  existing  indebtedness  of  upwards  of  $100,000,000,  would  create  a  state 
debt  of  the  staggering  total  of  at  least  $325,000,000.  At  an  average  in- 
terest rate  of  4  9^,  the  annual  appropriations  necessary  to  meet  interest 
alone,  not  considering  the  additional  amounts  of  at  least  $8,000,000  neces- 
sary for  sinking  funds,  would  be  approximately  $13,000,000,  or  a  grand 
total  of  $21,000,000  annually.  At  a  time  when  economists  and  far-sighted 
public  men  are  warning  against  undue  borrowing,  the  approval  of  all  of 
these  bond  issues  seem  unthinkable. 

Our  position  relative  to  all  bond  issues  is  that  no  bonded  indedtedness 
should  be  incurred,  the  purposes  of  which  will  not  outlive  the  period  of 
the  indebtedness.  To  do  otherwise  is  to  tax  unborn  children  for  things 
which  they  cannot  use  or  enjoy,  thus  placing  a  burden  upon  posterity  which 
we  ourselves  refuse  to  shoulder.  On  the  other  hand,  benefits  which  are 
to  accrue  to  future  generations  may  well  be  paid  in  part  by  them.  With 
this  thought  in  mind  it  is  easy  to  decide  which  bond  issues  should  be 
approved  and  which  should  be  defeated. 

The  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  reforestation  and  for  State 
College  will,  if  wisely  expended,  benefit  those  who  are  to  follow  us  both  in 
material  wealth  and  in  education  and  knowledge.  Therefore,  bond  issues 
for  these  two  purposes  may  well  be  approved  by  the  people.  Money  bor- 
rowed for  the  purpose  of  State  buildings,  whether  armories,  penetentaries 
or  office  buildings,  or  for  a  Memorial  Bridge,  are  not  permanent  better- 
ments and  should  not  be  provided  for  by  a  public  debt.  As  for  a  third 
bond  issue  for  highways,  not  only  will  the  improvements  not  outlast  the 
life  of  the  bonds,  but  such  improvements  can  now  be  made  from  the  vast 
and  constantly  growing  sums  realized  annually  from  automobile  license 
fees,  plus  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature.     The  State  Soldiers* 
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Ronus  will  be  immediately  expended,  will  not  benefit  future  generations, 
and  should  not  be  paid  for  by  them.  Our  position  is  that  as  the  soldiers 
were  called  to  the  serice  by  the  Federal  Government,  not  by  the  States,  any 
obligations  to  the  soldiers  is  a  Federal,  and  not  a  State  obligation,  and 
that  the  Federal  Government  should  generously  provide  for  all  veterans 
who  through  age,  sickness,  wounds  or  war  casualties  are  so  incapacitated  as 
to  be  unable  to  earn  their  own  livelihood. 

Therefore,  we  specifically  recommend  the  ratification  of  the  bond 
issues  for  reforestation  and  for  State  College  and  the  rejection  of  the  bond 
issue  for  State  armories  when  they  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  Legislature  at  its  coming  session  refuse  to  again 
approve  the  proposed  bond  issues  for  Soldiers'  Bonus,  for  highways  and  for 
State  buildings,  and  a  Memorial  Bridge. 

LEGISLATIVE   AGENT   AT   HARRISBURG       ' 

Several  years  of  experience  have  shown  conclusively  the  wisdom  of 
our  policy  of  maintaining  an  office  at  Harrisburg,  around  which  centers 
State  Grange  activities  including  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  and  Grange 
News,  besides  being  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  Grange  and  of  our 
Legislative  Agent.  In  these  annual  reports,  we  can  touch  but  briefly  upon 
only  a  few  matters  of  legislation.  Our  membership  may  be  assured,  how- 
ever, that  during  the  period  between  these  annual  meetings,  all  matters  of 
legislation  pertaining  to  agriculture  will  be  studiously  watched  by  your 
committee  and  by  your  Legislative  Agent.  We  recommend  a  continuation 
of  the  present  policy  and  suggest  that  the  Executive  Committee,  whenever 
in  their  judgment  it  be  practicable,  combine,  for  the  purpose  of  economy, 
the  offices  of  Secretary  and  of  Legislative  Agent. 

CONCLUSION 

Patrons,  as  we  are  again  to  separate  and  mingle  with  the  world,  let 
us  not  forget  the  precepts  of  our  Order.  The  farm  life  of  America  is  the 
bulwark  of  American  liberties.  Industry  and  Frugality;  observance  of 
law;  a  recognition  of  the  rights  of  others,  coupled  with  a  steadfast  demand 
for  our  own  rights;  an  ever  increasing  and  more  enlightened  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  government;  all  these,  of  the  elements  which  constitute  patriotism, 
will,  if  practised  by  us,  assure  a  stronger  and  better  America,  which  shall 
not  perish  from  the  earth.

McNARY  HAUGHEN  BILL 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  That  we  go  on 
record  as  favoring  the  passage  by  the  present  national  congress  of  a  bill 
embodying  the  principles  of  the  McNary  Haugen  bill. 

Approved  insofar  as  covered  by  Legislative  Committee  report  and  Com- 
mittee's action  sustained. 
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LIGHTING  OF  RURAL  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 

WHEREAS,  the  State  law  in  regard  to  the  lighting  of  public  build- 
ings in  rural  sections  calls  for  a  double  system  of  units  where  electricity  is 
used,  and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  halls  similar  to  the  Spring  Hill  Grange  Hall  in 
Bradford  County,  which  have  adequate  exits  and  the  main  auditorium  is  on 
the  ground  floor,  be  it  therefore 

RESOLVED:  That  such  buildings  should  be  exempt  from  the  provision 
of  the  law,  as  public  safety  is  not  endangered,  and  as  it  is  a  hardship  to 
compel  trustees  of  such  halls  to  go  to  the  great  expense  of  providing  a 
supplementary  electric  lighting  system.

AGRICULTURAL  FAIRS 

WHEREAS:  the  County  Agricultural  Fairs  of  Pennsylvania  are  vital 
factors  in  the  development  of  agriculture  and  since  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania's present  appropriation  does  not  meet  on  an  average,  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  amount  of  premiums  paid  by  each  County  Fair: 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  we  the  members  of  McKean 
County  Pomona  Grange,  Number  53,  assembled  at  Port  Allegany,  do  peti- 
tion our  Legislature  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  so  that  every  Fair  pay- 
ing $1,500  or  more  in  premiums  shall  be  paid  by  the  State,  not  less  than 
$1,500  per  year. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Legislature  appropriate  suffi- 
cient funds  to  pay  the  County  Fairs  what  is  due  them  for  the  years  1925 
and  1926. 

BE   IT   FURTHER   RESOLVED,   that   before   a   County   Fair   receives 

state  aid  money,  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  County  Fair  shall  file 

with  the  State  Secretary  of  Agriculture  an  affidavit  that  no  game  of  chance 

or  indecent  entertainment  had  been  permitted  to  operate  on  the  grounds 

during  the  Fair.

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
presented  to  the  State  Grange  in  session  at  Lancaster.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  any  individual,  club  or  associa- 
tion wishing  to  use  such  lands  and  waters  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  or 
fishing  shall  obtain  permission  from  the  owner  in  writing,  and  also  that 
such  individuals  or  organizations  having  obtained  permission  shall,  at  their 
own  expense,  cause  the  lands  to  be  conspicuously  posted  to  that  effect.

GRANGE  HALLS 

WHEREAS,  North  Jackson  Grange  No.  1740,  P.  of  H.,  has  gone  to  the 
trouble  and  expense  of  building  a  large,  commodious  hall  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  its  meetings,  plays,  dinners,  etc.,  and 

WHEREAS:  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  of  this  State  has 
requested  a  number  of  changes  to  be  made  in  the  building,  greatly  re- 
stricting and  hampering  the  activities  of  this  Grange;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Grange  has  been  advised  that  numerous  other  Granges 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  are  having  similar  trouble  with  the  use  of  their 
buildings;   and 

WHEREAS:  This  Grange  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  laws  with  reference 
to  the  inspection  and  use  of  buildings  in  which  public  and  semi-public 
gatherings  are  held  are  not  applicable  under  conditions  obtaining  in  the 
rural  district,  and 

WHEREAS:  It  is  manifestly  absurd  and  unjust  to  place  our  Grange 
halls  in  the  same  classification  with  theatres  and  motion  picture  houses 
that  are  conducted  as  commercial  enterprises, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  protest  most  emphatically

Of  course,  this  is  but  a  start,  but  the  interest  manifested  indicated  we 
may  look  for  bigger  returns  in  the  future. 

The  Manufacturers'  Casualty  in  its  endeavor  to  show  each  Granger  the 
need  of  automobile  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  for  the  protec- 
tion of  his  estate  has  gone  to  considerable  expense  in  advertising  in  the 
Grange  News,  and  if  that  effort,  together  with  the  continuous  campaign 
which  we  are  carrying  on  by  correspondence  is  supplemented  by  a  definite 
and  spirited  action  by  the  Master  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
State  Grange  in  the  way  of  recommending  this  insurance,  we  believe  inter- 
esting results  will  be  apparent. 

The  State  Grange,  through  its  Master  and  Executive  Committee  should 
not  overlook  the  fact  that  it  is  not  only  making  it  possible  for  the  Granger 
to  get  his  automobile  insurance  at  a  lower  cost,  but  is  at  the  same  time

We  find,  after  considerable  study  that  the  medical  schools  are  revising 
their  courses  of  study  so  that  only  essential  subjects  may  be  retained  and 
subjects  that  deal  with  the  narrower  fields  of  specialties  may  be  listed  for 
post-graduate  students.  We  find  that  two  years  of  college,  following  high 
school,  is  necessary  to  enajjle  the  student  to  gain  an  adequate  knowledge 
of  Chemistry  and  Physics,  not  now  taught  in  our  high  schools,  in  order  to 
take  up  the  study  of  Medical  Chemistry  and  Physics,  which  are  advanced 
studies  and  without  the  aid  of  which  no  student  can  gain  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  medicine.  We  also  find  that  the  course  of  study  essential 
to  an  efficient  understanding  of  Medicine  cannot  be  covered  in  less  than 
four  years  by  the  brightest  student.  Medical  knowledge  has  increased  so 
in  the  last  decade  that  for  a  student  to  thoroughly  cover  the  ground  in  an 
understandingly,  efficient  and  safe  manner  requires  four  years  of  study. 
This  makes  six  years  from  high  school.  Formerly  graduates  of  our  medical 
schools  could  at  once  go  into  active  practice,  but  experience  has  taught 
medical  educators  that  book  knowledge  and  training  under  the  mass  or 
class  room  method  does  not  produce  a  well-equipped  and  safe  doctor.  They 
have  found  that  one  year  in  a  hospital  rounds  out  and  completes  the 
individual  training  and  that  the  young  doctor  makes  his  mistakes  and 
errors  where  they  will  be  less  felt  and  most  observed,  thus  making  the 
young  doctor  a  safe  and  experienced  one,  gaining  in  one  year's  experience 
that  which  would  take  many  years  of  private  practice  to  acquire,  at  the 
expense  of  the  patients  whom  the  doctor  treats.  Hence  we  believe  that  the 
Grange  cannot  but  stand  back  of  this  training,  especially  for  the  rural 
doctor  whose  needs  are  greater  than  the  city  doctor.  After  careful  study 
and  consideration  of  all  points  to  the  contrary,  we  deem  that  these  re- 
quirements are  essential;  less  would  be  to  the  detriment  of  the  service 
rendered   to  the  sick,   which  we  as  a   Grange  cannot  afford   to  advocate.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALTH  AND  SANITATION 

In  the  words  of  the  Preamble  to  our  Grange  Constitution  which  says 
"Human  happiness  is  the  acme  of  earthly  ambition"  we  believe  that  a  sense 
of  safety  and  security  is  essentially  a  part  of  that  human  happiness.  Also 
that  the  possibility  of  securing  prompt  and  efficient  medical  assistance 
whenever  and  wherever  needed  is  an  intimate  part  of  that  sense  of  safety 
and  security  and  we  cannot  but  believe  that  where  this  does  not  exist 
unrest  and  unhappiness  must  soon  enter. 

That  this  condition  is  rapidly  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  is 
known  to  every  one  living  in  the  open  country.  Doctors  in  rural  districts 
are  becoming  fewer  and  as  the  average  age  of  doctors  in  localities  of  less 
than  5,000  is  51  years,  we  know  that  in  ten  more  years  many  of  these 
will  be  gone  and  that  there  are  no  young  doctors  coming  into  these 
localities  to  take  their  places. 

We  believe  than  another  cause  for  the  increasing  scarcity  of  doctors 
in  rural  districts  is  due  to  the  general  trend  of  people  to  get  into  larger 
centers  where  they  can  have  more  social  enjoyment,  more  movies  and 
theaters  and  more  pleasures,  as  well  as  larger  yearly  remunerations  or 
earning  powers.  No  one  seems  to  be  willing  to  take  up  the  drudgeries  of 
the  world.  The  farmer  has  difficulty  in  getting  men  to  work  for  him  in 
his  fields  for  the  same  reason:  they  also  desire  the  bright  lights. 

The  Grange  has  always  taken  a  strong  stand  for  education,  the  best 
that  can  be  secured.  We  believe  that  in  conformity  with  this  outstanding 
principle  of  the  Grange  a  country  doctor  should  be  well  educated  more  so 
even  than  the  city  doctor,  as  he  is  called  to  render  aid  under  all  conditions 
and  be  prepared  to  render  surgical  as  well  as  medical  aid  and  must  be 
prepared  to  treat  the  patient  in  his  own  home;  whereas  the  city  doctor 
has  the  trained  surgeon  and  specialist  to  call  upon  and  the  well-equipped 
hospital  to  which  he  can  send  his  patients. 

We  believe  that  all  who  practice  the  healing  art  in  any  form  should 
have  equal  education,  just  as  much  as  we  believe  in  equal  taxation  and 
privilege  for  all.  We  believe  that  the  Grange  in  view  of  its  splendid 
record  in  the  past  cannot  vary  from  these  standards  laid  down  by  our 
founders  and  forebearers  in  the  Order.

However,  we  do  not  deem  it  essential  to  have  more  than  two  years  pre- 
medical  training  or  more  than  one  year's  training  in  the  hospital.  Very 
few  of  the  hospitals  have  a  one  year  interne  service  the  greater  number 
reauiring  eighteen  months  or  two  years.  A  few  medical  schools  require 
moie  thfn  two  years  of  pre-medical  work.  Such  requirements  of  hospitals 
and  medical  schools  we  advocate  should  be  changed  to  agree  with  our 
findings  for  the  benefit  of  our  rural  medical  service. 

We  learned  that  last  year  there  were  about  20.000  applications  received 
by  the  79  medical  schools  of  the  U.  S.  for  admission  into  the  first  year  of 
medicine  But  after  a  proper  check-up  of  these  applications  it  was  found 
that  the'  majority  of  the  persons  applying  had  applied  to  more  than  one

20,000  was  reduced  to  about  eight  thousand  indiv  dual  applications.  Of 
th^se  8  000  about  6,000  were  admitted,  of  the  remaining  2.000  there  were 
1500  who  had  not  yet  completed  the  two  years  of  college  work  and  only 
about  500  really  failed  of  admission.     Many  of  these  were  personally  un-

medicine  and  the  practice  of  the  healing  art  as  a  life  work. 
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If  a  district  is  short  of  doctors  they  should  band  together,  secure  a 
young  man  or  woman  who  will  be  willing  to  study  and  practice  medicine, 
secure  the  funds  necessary  to  give  that  person  a  medical  education.  The 
student  so  secured  should  sign  a  written  agreement  to  practice  medicine  in 
that  neighborhood  for  at  least  ten  years.  This  secures  a  well-trained  and 
efficient  doctor  for  the  locality  and  is  far  superior  to  the  method  of  sub- 
sidizing a  doctor  as  in  the  latter  case  you  so  often  secure  one  who  has  been  a 
failure  elsewhere. 

We  have  county  appropriations  for  farm  extension  work.  We  have 
state  appropriations  for  the. eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  hoof  and 
mouth  disease  and  for  hog  cholera:  all  necessary  and  excellent  expendi- 
tures. Yet  we  look  with  amazement  upon  the  proposition  that  is  offered  to 
secure  aid  in  the  education  of  a  doctor  that  will  bring  medical  help  and  save 
a  life  and  relieve  the  suffering  of  our  farm  women  and  children.  This  is 
a  program  that  the  State  Grange  can  well  take  the  leadership  in  advocating, 
as  well  as  encouraging  work  of  this  kind  in  subordinate  Granges. 

In  conclusion,  we  make  the  following  suggestions  as  a  policy  for  this 
State  Grange  to  follow: 

First:  that  no  medical  school,  receiving  State  appropriations,  shall 
require  more  than  two  years  pre-medical  or  college  work  as  an  entrance 
requirement. 

Second:  that  medical  schools  make  their  course  of  study  for  four  years 
and  not  longer  as  some  contemplate. 

Third:  that  hospitals,  receiving  State  appropriations,  be  required  to 
furnish  one  year  interneships  instead  of  longer  as  many  now  require. 

Fourth:  that  subordinate  Granges  make  an  effort  to  secure  county  or 
community  aid  in  educating,  under  contract,  of  young  men  and  women 
pledged  to  locate  for  at  least  ten  years  in  their  locality. 

Fifth:  that  the  subordinate  Granges  endeavor  to  secure  the  aid  of  one 
or  more  community  nurses  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  doctor  and  to 
render  first  aid  in  his  absence. 

Sixth:  that  the  State  Grange  shall  have  a  permanent  Health  and  Sani- 
tation Committee  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  receive  communications  from 
districts  that  are  without  doctors  and  to  advise  relief  measures;  secure 
applications  from  those  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  medical  education  and 
who  are  recommended  by  the  subordinate  Grange  of  that  district  and  secure 
for  such  student  as  far  as  possible  the  necessary  aid  for  such  an  education. 

We  believe  that  the  Pa.  State  Grange  could  do  no  greater  work  for  the 
farmer  of  Pennsylvania  as  we  feel  that  one  of  the  greatest  taxes  that  a 
farmer  is  called  upon  to  pay  is  the  excessive  tax  for  medical  care  and

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And  be  it  resolved: — That  the  said  Legislative  body  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania  do  establish  and  appoint,  or  cause  to  be  established  and  ap- 
pointed a  state  board  of  examiners  to  examine  and  license  practitioners  in 
the  profession  of  chiropractic  members  of  said  board  to  be  members  of  the 
chiropractic  profession. 

And  be  it  further  resolved: — That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  a  copy  to  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  Pomona  Grange.

The  Health  and  Sanitation  Committee  have  considered  the  Resolution 
of  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  65  and  deem  it  not  wise  or  in  the 
province  of  the  Grange  under  the  circumstances  to  interfere  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons:  — 

First:  Chiropractic  practice  is  not  a  science  as  their  schools  are  not 
uniform  in  their  teachings,  some  graduating  their  students  in  six  to  nine 
months  whereas  it  takes  two  years  for  any  student  to  grasp  the  subject  of 
anatomy  alone. 

Second:  There  is  no  attempt  being  made  to  drive  out  the  Chiropractors 
as  they  are  allowed  their  proper  place  but  the  opposition  is  to  their  being 
recognized  as  a  system  of  medicine  as  there  is  nothing  in  their  system  that 
is  not  known  by  the  other  three  licensed  cults. 

Three:  The  schools  of  Chiropractory  in  most  cases  do  not  recognize 
morality,  age  or  standing  in  society  of  those  there  are  graduated  and  so 
throw  upon  society  many  persons  who  should  never  be  allowed  the  privilege 
of  working  upon  another  human  body. 

Fourth:  They  do  not  live  up  to  the  established  educational  require- 
ments of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education  for  all  who  practice 
the  healing  art,  whatever  their  cult.  This  answers  the  first  part  of  the 
Resolution.  The  second  section  is  special  privilege  as  there  is  now  one 
board  for  all  cults;  Alopaths,  Homeopathic  and  Osteopathic.

WHEREAS:  Among  the  chief  benefits  of  a  health  department  are  a 
prompt,  efficient  quarantine,  and  the  energetic  suppression  of  infection  at 
its  source,  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  rural  committees  do  not  get  their  fair  share  of  such 
benefits  at  the  present  time,  and 

WHEREAS:  Many  of  the  faults  arising  from  this  condition  are  due  to 
slackness  on  the  part  of  city  physicians,  having  nothing  in  common  with 
their  country  patients. 

THEREFORE:  Be  it  resolved,  that  we  urge  the  incoming  Governor  to 
name  a  man  for  the  head  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  who  will  have 
not  only  a  sympathetic  viewpoint  toward  the  requirements  of  rural  com- 
munities, but  also  a  wholesome  respect  for  his  police  power  in  holding  at- 
tending physicians  to  a  strict  accountability  in  promptly  reporting  com- 
municable disease  to  Health  Officers,  who  do  not  hold  their  .offices  as  a 
private  snap  and  who  have  efficient  subordinates  to  carry  out  their  orders 
promptly. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  above  resolution  and  recommend 
that  a  copy  besent  to  Governor-elect  Fisher  by  our  Secretary.

Recognizing  the  Dairy  Industry  as  a  most  important  branch  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  Keystone  State  and  mindful  of  the  service  given  by  the  var- 
ious Dairymen's  Co-Operative  Marketing  Associations,  we  would  recommend 
to  our  membership  that  they  give  their  whole-hearted  support  to  the  exist- 
ing organizations,  to  the  end  that  their  efficiency  may  be  increased  and  that 
there  may  be  no  duplication  of  effort  in  any  territory. 

OLEOMARGARINE 

We  call  attention,  again,  to  the  pioneer  work  done  by  this  State  Grange 
in  securing  the  present  laws  dealing  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Oleo- 
margarine and  recommend  that  our  Legislative  Committee  put  forth  every 
effort  to  maintain  and  strengthen  these  laws. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  progress  of  our  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments in  the  work  of  eradicating  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  especially  under  the 
Area  Test  plan. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  our  Legislative  Committee  to  the  fact 
that  the  funds  for  this  work  are  exhausted,  and  recommend  that  they  shall 
urge  he  incoming  Legislature  to  make  sufficient  appropriation  for  the  con- 
tinuation and  completion  of  this  work.

4  That  officers  of  Pomona  adopt  a  plan  of  visiting  every  Subordinate 
Grange  in  their  district  as  it  would  help  weak  Granges,  and  be  an  incentive 
to  strong  Granges. 

6.  That  it  would  be  helpful  for  Pomonas  and  all  Granges  in  the 
Pomona  district  to  prepare  programs  for  the  year  on  one  booklet. 

6  That  lecturers  assist  the  Subordinate  lecturers  in  any  way  possible, 
especially  in  preparing  and  encouraging  lecturers  to  prepare  programs  and 
then  visit  other  Granges  and  use  the  Program  in  the  lecture  hour  of  that 
Grange. 

7.  That  each  Pomona  open  in  the  5th  degree  and  then  drop  to  the 
4th  degree  for  business. 

8  That  each  Pomona  have  a  standing  committee  on  resolutions,  so 
that  matters  of  public  interest  can  be  prepared  and  brought  before  each 
meeting. 

9  That  a  committee  on  Legislation  be  appointed  with  the  power  to 
cooperate  with  the  State  Legislative  Committee  at  any  time. 
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10.  And  in  conclusion,  we  believe  it  would  be  advantageous  to  all 
committees  appointed  at  the  State  Grange  Meetings  to  know  of  their  ap- 
pointment before  coming  to  the  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

Again  the  Home  Economics  Committee  can  report  splendid  interest 
among  the  patrons  of  the  state  in  all  subjects  that  pertain  to  home  and 
community  betterment.  Could  you  have  lived  day  by  day  with  us  you 
would  have  found  it  a  very  busy  year  for  each  one. 

The  closing  days  of  last  year  were  saddened  by  the  news  of  the  serious 
illness  of  a  member  of  our  committee,  Mrs.  Glen  D.  Mains;  and  on  New 
Year  she  was  called  to  the  Holier  Grange  above.  The  committee  lost  one 
of  its  strongest  members;  the  Grange  a  loyal  worker:  to  the  husband  and 
family  we  could  only  say  "Before  us,  even  as  behind,  GrOd  is,  and  all  is  well." 

On  Memorial  Day  it  was  our  privilege  to  go  with  members  of  her  family 
and  of  her  Grange  and  lay  a  wreath  in  loving  memory  for  the  committee 
and  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  among  the  flowers  of  memory  from  her  own 
folks. 

A  little  later  the  State  Master  appointed  Mrs.  George  Dewey  of  Erie 
County  a  member  of  the  committee.  She  came  to  us  with  a  keen  interest 
in  our  work  and  to  aid  in  every  way  possible. 

"Any  one  can  plant  radishes;  but  it  takes  courage  to  plant  acorns 
and  wait  for  the  oaks."  So  felt  your  committee  on  undertaking  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Grange  Cook  Book,  for  they  felt  it  was  a  case  of  growing 
oaks;  but  to  their  amazement  it  was  planting  radish  seeds  and  the  rapid 
growth  was  equal  to  fast  growing  radishes  in  a  fine  soil. 

The  first  edition  placed  for  publication  was  five  thousand  books.  In 
session  at  Johnstown  the  Pomona  Masters  had  promised  to  take  the  books 
fast  enough  to  pay  bills  for  printing.  They  were  true  to  their  promise  and 
in  six  weeks  we  had  not  books  to  fill  the  orders  coming  in.  Another  edi- 
tion of  five  thousand  was  placed  until  four  editions  have  been  printed  for 
this  number  and  18,000  books  have  been  sold.'  Our  publishers.  The  Evan- 
gelical Press,  Harrisburg,  say  you  have  done  a  "unique  thing  in  the  cook 
book  world."  Again  they  say  "But  with  a  membership  of  nearly  90,000  you 
have  only  scratched  the  surface." 
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But  we  know,  as  you  all  know,  that  it  is  because  of  the  wonderful 
cause  for  which  we  are  working  that  the  feat  has  been  accomplished.  We 
thank  you  and  ask  that  you  will  continue  your  effort  as  you  know  is  best. 
Would  that  I  could  tell  you  of  the  many  interesting  letters  and  encourage- 
ments that  have  come  from  your  many  granges  when  ordering  books. 
Through  Grange  News  we  have  tried  to  give  you  some  of  these. 

Then,  too,  each  county  should  have  special  mention,  each  one  has  done 
something  special.  The  Pomonas  of  the  western  part  of  state  have  excelled 
in  number  of  books  sold — Washington  leads  with  3,000;  Lawrence  County 
is  second;  Crawford  County  third,  while  Fayette,  Bradford,  Chester,  Dela- 
ware, Westmoreland  and  others  have  done  well. 

At  the  Center  Hall  Conference  it  was  decided  to  advertise  the  cook 
book  in  the  National  Grange  Monthly;  this  was  done — being  carried  in  the 
months  of  September,  October  and  November.  A  quick  response  came  and 
continues  to  come,  Connecticut  leading  in  number  of  books  ordered. 

Because  of  the  interest  in  what  we  are  doing  toward  building  the  Dor- 
mitory the  newspapers  of  the  state  have  been  very  generous  with  space  and 
from  reading  articles  published  by  the  Pennsylvania  Farmer  two  orders  for 
cook  books  have  come. 

The  new  member  of  our  committee,  Mrs.  George  Dewey,  wrote  a  song 
which  has  been  set  to  music  by  Mrs.  Ediih  Lilley  Moore,  "The  Beautiful 
Hills,"  which  they  wanted  to  publish,  donating  the  profits  to  the  Dormitory 
Fund.  This  they  undertook  themselves — the  first  edition  being  for  1,000 
copies.  A  second  edition  was  needed  and  5,000  were  printed.  These  are 
going  rapidly  and  can  be  secured  from  Mrs.  George  Dewey,  Waterford, 
Pennsylvania. 

Many  times  during  the  year  the  committee  members  have  responded 
to  calls  from  Granges  for  help  and  inspiration.  Once  during  the  year  the 
committee  as  a  whole  was  invited  to  the  southwestern  part  of  the  state, 
where  the  first  week  in  June  was  spent  attending  different  Pomonas.  Five 
were  visited,  one  subordinate  and  one  day  spent  in  committee  planning. 

In  October  the  chairman  was  again  afield,  this  time  in  Somerset 
County — where  Valley  Grange  was  visited;  they  had  as  guests  a  number 
from  their  neighboring  grange  of  Hilcrest.  These  brought  a  surprise  fea- 
ture with  them,  a  choice  musical  number.  The  following  day  was  spent 
with  their  Pomona  which  was  alive  to  the  important  topics  of  the  day  with 
your  State  Steward,  Bro.  Stufft  as  Master. 

At  the  Center  Hall  Leadership  Conference  the  committee  had  as  their 
guests  Misses  Chase  and  Bogart  of  State  College,  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment, who  spoke  of  the  v/ork  being  done  for  the  girl  students  and  the  need 
of  more  equipment.  We  then  outlined  three  Home  Economics  Programs, 
such  as  might  be  used  in  granges.  (For  outlines  see  October  Grange 
News). 

The  Pennsylvania-Ohio  Contest  made  us  all  think  in  terms  of  community 
service  as  we  had,  perhaps,  never  thought  before.  I  wish  it  were  possible 
to  tell  of  the  many  queries  as  to  what  would  be  a  community  service  and 
the  many  things  that  were  done.  But  one  which  is  outstanding  and  which 
any  rural  community  can  follow  I  will  mention.  A  part  of  Bucks  County 
had  a  new  rural  school  nurse;  the  National  Health  Organizations  at  the 
Atlantic  City  Meeting  had  asked  the  cooperation  of  all  organizations  in  the 
campaign  for  Diptheria  Prevention.  Plumsteadville  Grange  cooperating 
with  the  nurse  made  it  possible  to  carry  out  this  immunization  program 
and  also  have  every  child  coming  to  school  for  the  first  time  examined  by 
a  physician  so  that  any  defects  of  teeth,  tonsils,  etc.,  might  be  corrected  and 
these  little  people  start  school  "physically  fit." 

A  few  letters  have  come  asking  suggestions  for  Home  Economics  Meet- 
ings and  for  a  Community  Service;  these  have  all  been  answered  and  we 
hope  have  helped  a  little. 

The  Juvenile  Grange  has  grown  so  rapidly  that  we  believe  the  time 
not  far  distant  when  a  State  Matron  to  supervise  this  work  and  edit  their 
page  in  Grange  News  will  be  a  necessity.  To  aid  this  special  work  two 
Juvenile  Deputies  were  appointed  the  past  year,  Bro.  C.  H.  Dildine,  Columbia 
County  and  Sister  Dewey,  Erie  County;   at  the  expense  of  your  Pomona  or 
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Subordinate  they  will  come  and  help  with  the  organization  of  a  Juvenile 
Grange  if  needed.  That  you  acted  on  the  recommendation  of  this  com- 
mittee, to  renew  effort  in  organizing  the  young  people,  is  proven  by  the 
fact   that    24   new  Juvenile,?   were   organized   during   the   year,   making  a 

total  of  77. 

Again  it  was  our  privilge  and  pleasure  to  present  a  Home  Economics 
program  on  Tuesday  evning  at  our  State  Meeting.  As  guest  Miss  Leslie  M. 
Foy  spoke  for  a  few  minutes  on  the  splendid  work  being  done  by  the 
Mothers'  Assistance  Fund  in  our  state  and  emphasized  the  benefits  of  child 
and  mother  being  kept  together. 

Another  guest  was  Mr.  D.  Wilmot  Troup,  of  The  Evangelical  Press, 
the  publishers  of  our  cook  book.  Mr.  Troupe  told  us  he  was  as  interested 
to  accept  our  invitation  as  we  were  to  have  him  come;  he  wanted  to  see 
the  people  who  could  put  over  a  cook  book  proposition  as  the  Grange  had 
done.  Told  the  men  they  should  buy  it,  that  their  wives  could  always  find 
a  place  for  one  more  cook  book. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Phila.  Interstate  Dairy  Council  we  were 
privileged  to  have  a  presentation  of  "The  Health  Fashion  Show,"  given 
by  Miss  Ethel  Windle  as  "A  French  Madame"  showing  the  latest  creations 
from  Healthland  because  she  wanted  the  womanhood  of  tomorrow  to  be 
well  groomed.  Mrs.  Emily  Kalmbach  was  at  the  piano.  The  parts  were 
taken  by  young  ladies,  members  of  the  Grange  in  Lancaster  County.  Our 
thanks  are  due  these  for  the  splendid  help  given. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  you  discuss  the  best  community  projects  for  your  sections 
asking  State  College  to  send  one  of  their  staff  to  outline  10  suggestions — 
5  touching  directly  the  home,   5  directly  for  the  community. 

2.  That  we  continue  our  interest  in  the  organization  of  Juvenile 
Granges;  but  especially  that  we  allow  none  of  the  77  to  become  dormant. 

3.  That  we  cooperate  with  the  Parent  Teachers  Assoc,  of  Pennsylvania 
in  the  Summer-Round-Up. 

4.  That  we  cooperate  in  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals;  for  the  battle 
against  Tuberculosis  is  a  winning  and  not  a  losing  fight.  Just  remember 
when  any  one  asks  you  to  buy  these  little  seals  that  they  are  penny  soldiers 
enlisted  in  the  war  on  a  dreadful  disease  which  can  be  licked  if  you  provide 
the  funds  to  do  the  fighting. 

5.  That  especially  we  build  v/ell  our  own  subordinate  Grange;  taking 
as  our  motto  a  saying  of  Wm.   Penn  "Patience  and  diligence,   like  faith 

remove  mountains."

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Conservation  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  is  able  to  report 
porgress,  on  the  whole,  in  conservation  measures  in  which  the  Grange  is 
particularly  interested.  This  is  especially  true  in  forest  conservation 
which,  for  the  past  nine  years,  has  been  closely  followed  by  the  Commit- 
tee. Within  this  period  the  Pennsylvania  forest  fire  protective  organiza- 
tion has  been  greatly  enlarged  and  improved  so  that  it  is  now  recognized 
as  the  leader  among  State  organizations.  There  are  now  48  foresters,  61 
forest  rangers  and  3,800  forest  fire  wardens  on  this  work.  The  115  forest 
fire  observation  towers,  now  in  operation  throughout  the  State,  most  of 
which  have  been  erected  since  the  Grange  has  taken  an  active  interest  in 
forest  conservation,  are  extremely  important  in  the  control  of  forest  fires. 
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A  most  noteworthy  achievement  in  forest  protection  is  the  rapid  de- 
crease in  the  size  of  the  average  fire.  Since  the  Committee  on  Conserva- 
tion was  organized,  and  has  been  giving  its  whole-hearted  support  to  the 
State's  program  of  forest  conservation,  the  area  of  the  average  forest  fire 
in  the  State  has  been  reduced  consistently  from  an  average  area  of  146 
acres  in  1918-1920  to  59.7  acres  in  1924-26.  The  following  table  gives 
the  striking  facts  of  the  situation  during  this  period:

The  fall  fire  season  of  1926  has  been  the  most  favorable  of  all  fire 
seasons,  both  spring  and  fall,  in  the  history  of  Pennsylvania  forestry.  It 
marks  a  new  low  record  for  the  number  of  fires  occurring  and  the  area  of 
forest  land  burned  over.  Only  112  fires,  buning  less  than  950  acres  or  an 
average  of  but  8.5  acres  per  fire,  have  been  reported. 

Another  noteworthy  achievement  is  the  marked  increase  in  the  plant- 
ing of  forest  trees.  Each  year  a  larger  acreage  of  idle  land  in  Pennsylva- 
nia is  being  brought  back  to  production.  Much  of  this  land  is  located  upon 
the  farms  of  the  State.  The  State  Grange  has  been  staunchly  supporting 
and  promoting  forest  tree  planting  among  its  members  with  the  result  that 
more  of  them  are  taking  advantage  of  the  free  forest  tree  distribution  by 
the  State  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters. 

More  than  50  million  forest  tree  seedlings  have  been  distributed  to 
private  land  owners  from  the  State  nurseries  since  1910.  It  is  significant 
that  almost  one-fifth  of  these  trees  were  distributed  during  1926.  In  order 
to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  tree  planting  stock,  the  Department  has  en- 
larged its  nursery  output  so  that  it  will  have  about  20  million  trees  avail- 
able for  distribution  in  the  spring  of  1927.  Orders  for  more  than  one- 
half  of  these  trees  have  already  been  received.  The  year  1927  promises  to 
be  the  greatest  forest  tree  planting  year  ever  experienced  in  Pennsylvania. 

Thirty-six  and  one-fourth  million  trees  have  already  been  planted  upon 
the  State  Forests.  Some  of  these  planted  trees  are  now  50  feet  high  and 
ten  inches  in  diameter.  Forest  tree  plantations,  located  upon  the  State 
Forests  and  upon  privately  owned  lands  in  every  county  in  the  State, 
provide  splendid  object  lessons  in  private  forestry  and  thus  contribute  to 
the  increased  demand  for  forest  trees  and  to  the  rapid  strides  made  in 
reforestation. 

The  State  Grange  has  been  recommending  an  extension  of  the  State 
Forests  for  nine  years.  There  has  been  no  appropriation  for  the  purchase 
of  State  Forest  lands  within  that  period.  The  Grange  was  a  pioneer  in 
proposing  and  endorsing  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  of  25  million  dollars  for  the 
purchase  of  adequate  additions  to  the  State  Forests.  It  was  largely  in- 
strumental in  the  passage  of  a  resolution  to  amend  the  State  Constitution 
for  this  purpose  passed  by  the  Legislative  Sessions  of  1923  and  1925. 

Since  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  will  not  come  before  the  people  for  ap- 
proval until  1928,  it  is  imperative  that  the  members  of  the  Grange  continue 
their  live  interest  in  this  measure  and  full  support  of  it  until  its  purpose  is 
realized.  The  vital  importance  of  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  to  the  people  of 
the  State  must  not  be  minimized  by  any  antagonism  or  apathy  to  the  num- 
ber or  size  of  other  State  bond  issues  now  under  consideration. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  lately  to  the  subject  of  forest  taxation. 
This  question  was  recognized  by  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  its  referendum  on  a  National  forest  policy  in  1923.  A  number  of  other 
national  surveys  have  been  made  and  one  is  now  in  progress  by  the  United 
States  Forest  Service.  In  some  States,  special  forest  tax  laws  have  been 
enacted  and  in  others,  special  forest  tax  studies  have  been  made.  The 
purpose,  in  each  case,  is  to  find  some  adjustment  by  which  tax  inequalities, 
under  which  our  growing  forests  are  developing,  may  be  removed  and  there 
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may  be  provided  at  the  same  time  a  sufiicient  revenue  to  maintain  local 

{governments.  -  .       , 

Pennsylvania  is  among  the  States  that  has  a  special  forest  tax  law. 
Fifteen  years  ago  (1911),  the  Auxiliary  Forest  Reserve  Law  was  passed. 
It  aims  to  encourage  the  growing  of  forest  trees  for  merchantable  produc- 
tion by  providing  a  reasonable  annual  tax  on  the  forest  soil  and  a  yield  tax 
to  be  paid  at  the  time  the-  timber  is  cut.  The  law  authorizes  the  county 
commissioners  to  reduce  the  assessment  of  forest  lands  classified  under  the 
Act  of  $1.00  per  acre  or  less.  Another  provision  of  the  law  is  that  when  the 
timber  is  cut  ten  per  cent  of  its  stumpage  value  must  be  paid  by  the  owner 
to  the  county  treasurer,  in  lieu  of  the  ordinary  taxes  that  would  have  been 
paid.  Those  interested  in  the  further  details  of  this  law  may  secure  full 
information  upon  it  from  a  bulletin  issued  recently  by  the  State  Department 
of  Forests  and  Waters. 

During  the  15  years  this  Act  has  been  in  operation,  30  forest  land 
owners  have  availed  themselves  of  its  benefits  by  having  a  total  of  25,000 
acres  placed  under  its  provisions.  That  more  timber  land  owners  have 
not  had  their  lands  classified,  as  Auxiliary  Forest  Reserves,  is  evidence  that, 
on  the  whole,  forest  land  taxation  in  Pennsylvania  is  not  excessive.  Special 
studies  made  in  a  number  of  Pennsylvania  counties  by  the  Department  of 
Forests  and  Waters  show  that  timber  lands  are  reasonably  taxed  in  com- 
parison to  other  kinds  of  real  estate.  So  long  as  this  condition  continues, 
it  is  improbable  that  the  Auxiliary  Forest  Reserve  Laws  will  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of  by  any  great  number  of  timber  land  owners.  These  laws  con- 
stitute a  safeguard,  however,  against  unreasonable  taxation  of  forest  lands. 

Stream  pollution  is  a  most  important  public  problem.  During  the  year, 
the  State  Sanitary  Water  Board  has  been  continuing  its  field  studies  of  the 
streams  of  Pennsylvania  and  determining  their  condition  in  relation  to 
pollution.  As  a  result  of  these  surveys  in  seven  counties,  the  Board  has 
determined  upon  and  classified  4,576  miles  of  streams  as  unpolluted  and 
hence  available  as  sources  of  water  supplies,  useful  to  farmers  and  for 
recreational  purposes.  Through  abatement  of  the  pollution  at  first  sources, 
about  90  miles  of  streams  have  been  made  clean. 

The  Sanitary  Water  Board  is  cooperating  successfully  with  municipali- 
ties in  having  sewers  built  to  provide  for  the  sanitary  collection  of  sewage 
and  the  erection  of  such  sewage  treatment  works  as  are  necessary  for  the 
abatement  of  stream  pollution.  It  is  meeting  the  vexatious  problem  of  dis- 
posal of  industrial  wastes  by  getting  industry  to  recognize  its  responsibility 
to  the  public  in  keeping  streams,  used  by  it,  clean  of  harmful  effluent.  To 
this  end,  cooperative  research  projects  are  under  way  between  the  Board 
and  two  great  Pennsylvania  industries,  the  leather  tanners  and  the  pulp  and 
paper  makers.  Agreements  requiring  constructive  action  in  this  respect  by 
other  industries  also  are  in  prospect. 

The  Department  of  Health  has  inauguarated  a  new  service  of  great 
value  to  the  rural  population  of  the  State  by  examining  private  water  sup- 
plies. Upon  request  to  the  Department,  the  well  or  spring  on  a  private 
property  is  examined  and,  if  found  to  be  properly  constructed,  the  water  is 
sampled  and  analyzed.  Subsequently,  the  property  owner  or  tenant  is  ad- 
vised by  the  Department  as  to  the  safety  of  the  water  and  if  correction 
should  be  made,  how  to  make  it. 

The  Giant  Power  Board,  created  by  the  Governor's  order  of  June  24, 
1925,  selected  the  seven  most  important  Giant  Power  bills  of  1925  for  in- 
troduction in  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  1926.     These  were: 

1.  To  create  a  Giant  Power  Board. 

2.  To  authorize  the  incorporation  of  giant  power  companies. 

3.  The  issuance  to  them  of  controlling  permits  for  mammoth  electric 
stations  near  the  coal  mines  for  the  supply  of  all  major  transmission  sys- 
tems, and  through  them  all  users  in  the  state. 

4.  To  create  a  state- wide  power  pool  by  requiring  all  these  inter- 
connected major  transmission  systems,  each  to  supply,  in  a  district  as- 
signed to  it,  all  present  and  future  local  distribution  systems  without  dis- 
crimination between  their  own  distribution  systems  and  those  owned  by 
others. 
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5.  To  give  the  Public  Service  Commission  large  powers,  including  the 
power  to  regulate  security  issues  and  standardize  rates  and  to  reform  rate 
regulation  by  cutting  out  the  costly  and  unfair  valuation  procedure. 

6.  The  farmers*  mutual  electric  association  bill. 

7.  The  farmers'  electric  district  bill. 

One  of  the  farmers'  bills  authorized  the  creation  of  mutual  electric 
associations  to  serve  their  members.  The  other  was  for  the  incorporation 
of  rural  electric  districts  to  serve  their  inhabitants  through  systems  publicly 
owned  by  the  districts.  The  Associations  and  the  districts  alike  were  to 
function  only  as  distributing  units  and  were  to  have  the  right  to  connect  at 
their  own  expense  with  and  take  current  from  any  transmission  line,  paying 
the  average  cost  to  the  selling  company  over  its  whole  system  of  generation 
and  transmission. 

The  hearings  on  the  bills  before  the  joint  legislative  committees  (Sen- 
ate Corporations  and  House  Manufacturers)  held  in  the  Senate  Chamber 
January  26  and  February  2,  1926,  were  printed  in  a  pamphlet  of  one 
hundred  and  three  pages.  The  advocates  of  the  bills  submitted  evidence 
which  proved  conclusively  the  enormous  profits  of  large  holding  companies 
controlling  power  companies  operating  in  Pennsylvania.  These  profits  are 
in  the  form  of  increase  in  the  stock  market  value  of  the  common  stock  of 
the  holding  companies.  The  average  increase  in  value  from  the  high  stock 
market  price  for  the  year  1920  to  the  high  stock  market  price  for  the  year 
1925  was  196%.  For  one  holding  company  (American  Water  Works  and 
Electric  Company)  the  increase  was  ten  thousand  per  cent. 

The  kind  of  opposition  made  by  the  companies  is  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  hearings  Professor  Lincoln,  head  of  the  Electrical  En- 
gineering Department  of  Cornell  University  testifying  for  the  companies, 
testified  on  cross  examination  that  he  had  never  made  a  study  and  recom- 
mended as  feasible  a  giant  power  plant  in  the  coal  fields  of  Pennsylvania, 
transmitting  the  energy  thus  developed  to  a  load  center  in  the  Eastern  part 
of  the  state  over  a  transmission  line  of  220,000  volts  pressure.  He  was  con- 
fronted with  a  report  made  by  him  in  1919  in  which  he  had  made  such  a 
recommendation  after  investigation.  He  explained  his  denial  by  saying  that 
he  had  forgotten  his  study  and  report. 

The  vigorous  opposition  of  the  companies  again  killed  all  the  seven 
bills  in  committee. 

Last  year  we  reported  upon  the  attempt  of  the  Administration  to  com- 
pel under  existing  law  the  extension  of  rural  lines  to  serve  the  farmers  of 
the  state  at  reasonable  rates.  Long  drawn  out  hearings  were  held  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  upon  a  tentative  order  requiring  the  companies 
to  build  such  lines  and  establishing  a  uniform  standard  of  the  rates  to  be 
chared  to  farmers  throughout  the  State,  subject  to  exceptions  upon  proof 
to  the  Commission  that  compliance  with  the  order  would  work  hardship 
upon  any  particular  company.  The  Commission,  on  January  12,  1926, 
issued  the  order  known  as  General  Order  No.  27.  It  standardized  the  duty 
of  the  companies  to  make  and  build  extensions.  Under  it  every  company 
must  build  extensions  upon  the  demand  of  farmers  who  pledge  themselves 
to  take  service  over  the  new  lines.  Every  separate  mile  of  line  for  which 
there  are  three  or  more  consumers  so  pledged  in  advance  is  to  be  built  at  the 
company's  expense  without  contribution  from  the  farmers.  For  every  sep- 
arate mile  for  which  there  are  less  than  three  consumers  pledged  in  ad- 
vance, the  company  must  pay  toward  the  cost  of  construction  $300  for  each 
such  pledged  consumer. 

The  order  did  not  fix  any  standard* rate,  because  the  fifth  of  the  Giant 
Power  Bills  above  mentioned  giving  it  authority  to  do  so  had  been  defeat^ 
by  the  companies  in  1925.  They  now  attempted  to  have  the  order  set  aside 
by  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court,  which  was  thrown  out.  Many  of  them 
then  proceeded  to  nullify  the  order  by  filing  schedules  of  rates  so  high  that 
farmers  would  not  pledge  themselves  to  take  service.  The  Governor  urged 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  attack  these  rate  schedules  by  a  proceed- 
ing undertaken  on  the  complaint  of  the  Commission  itself,  but  up  to  this 
time  the  Commission  has  done  nothing  along  that  line. 
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General  Order  No.  27  is  a  very  important  step  in  rural  electrification. 
Farmers  who  can  by  any  means  afford  to  take  the  service  should  pledge 
themselves  to  do  so  and  secure  the  construction  of  the  lines.  Such  a  pledge 
would  bind  them  for  only  one  year,  and  once  they  are  taking  service  they 
will  be  in  a  much  better  position  to  demand  properly  low  rates  than  they 
are  when  they  are  not  taking  service.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  of 
Ihe  companies  which  have  neglected  their  duty  to  serve  farmers  in  their 
chartered  territory  have  sought  to  obtain  new  charters  in  new  territory, 
much  of  which  they  probably  have  no  present  intention  of  serving.  Many 
such  applications  are  now  pending  before  the  Governor,  who  has  refused  to 

approve  them. 

Interstate  commerce  in  electric  power  (transmission  across  state  lines) 
is  not  regulated  by  Congress  except  in  cases  where  the  power  comes  from  a 
water  power  plant  built  under  Federal  license,  in  which  case  the  Commis- 
sions of  the  two  states  concerned  are  authorized  by  Congress  to  regulate 
rates,  service  and  security  issues,  to  the  extent  that  they  are  empowered  by 
state  law  and  agree  about  it.  So  far  as  they  are  not  empowered  or  do  not 
agree,  the  Federal  Power  Commission  is  required  to  regulate. 

The  Pennsylvania  companies  having  defeated  the  fifth  Giant  Power 
Bill  above  mentioned  which  would  have  given  the  Pennsylvania  Commission 
authority  to  regulate  security  issues,  the  Governor  appealed  to  the  Federal 
Power  Commission  asking  it  to  regulate  the  security  issues  for  the  Con- 
owingo  project  on  the  Susquehanna  River.  The  dam  and  power  house  are 
to  be  in  Maryland.  Land  in  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  is  to  be  flooded  by 
the  dam.  The  power  is  to  be  transmitted  across  the  Pennsylvania-Mary- 
land state  line  for  the  supply  of  Philadelphia.  The  bankers  financing  the 
project  proposed  to  issue  enough  bonds  and  preferred  stock  to  pay  the  entire 
estimated  cost  ($52,000,000)  and  in  addition  a  large  quantity  "no  par" 
common  stock  of  Class  A  and  Class  B.  All  the  voting  power  of  the  cor- 
poration was  to  be  concentrated  in  Class  B  common  stock,  the  owners  of 
which  might  not  have  contributed  a  dollar  to  the  enterprise. 

The  Governor  asked  the  Federal  Power  Commission  to  limit  the  par 
of  bonds  and  stock  to  the  estimated  cost  of  the  project  and  to  prohibit  the 
issue  of  any  "no  par"  stock  or  non-voting  stock.  The  Federal  Power  Com- 
mission took  the  action  that  the  Governor  requested  as  to  prohibiting  "no 
par"  stock  and  limiting  the  par  of  bonds  and  stocks  to  the  actual  invest- 
ment. •  .    . 

In  last  year's  report  we  mentioned  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
to  negotiate  with  New  York  and  New  Jersey  a  compact  for  the  regulation  of 
interstate  commerce  in  electric  power,  regardless  of  the  source  from  which 
it  was  generated.  Negotiations  were  conducted  throughout  the  Fall  and 
early  Winter  of  1925,  and  finally  ended  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  the  majority  of  whose  representatives  took  the  ground  that  regu- 
lation of  interstate  commerce  in  electric  power  is  not  necessary  at  the 
present  time.  The  New  York  representatives  vigorously  opposed  the  pro- 
posals put  forward  in  these  negotiations  by  the  commissioners  for  Pennsyl- 
vania. These  proposals  would  have  applied  to  interstate  power  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Giant  Power  Survey  Board's  Report  of  1925. 

The  Committee  wishes  also  to  report  that  negotiations  are  still  m 
progress  between  representatives  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  New  Jersey 
for  the  conservation  of  the  water  resources  of  the  Delaware  River.  Un- 
usual importance  is  attached  to  these  negotiations  because  of  the  wonderful 
possibilities  of  the  Delaware  River  and  its  tributaries  under  storage  for 
water  supply  and  industrial  purposes,  including  water  power.  Develop- 
ment of  the  River,  a  navigable,  interstate  stream,  has  been  prevented  by 
lack  of  a  compact  between  the  boundary  States  and  the  Federal  Government, 
all  of  which  have  jurisdiction.  Pennsylvania,  and  particularly  Philadel- 
phia, has  much  to  gain  by  an  equitable  compact  which  will  permit  the  de- 
velopment and  use  of  this  stream  for  domestic  water  supply  and  for  indus- 
trial purposes.

Worthy  Master  P.  H.  Dewey  reported  changes  in  Grange  procedure 
as  voted  at  the  recent  session  of  the  National  Grange,  he  reported  that 
the  Portland  session  made  a  few  changes  in  Grange  procedure,  besides  tak- 
ing other  action  of  interest  to  Patrons. 
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It  was  voted  that  hereafter  the  life  of  a  demit  shall  be  limited  to  the 
calendar  year  in  which  it  is  issued. 

That  when  the  Assistant  Stewards  proceed  to  the  altar  for  the  open- 
ing or  closing  of  the  Bible,  and  are  about  to  return  to  their  stations,  both 
shall  turn  outv^^ard.

ADDRESS  OF  L.  J.  TABER 

One  of  the  principal  addresses  of  the  Convention  was  delivered  by 
the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  on  "Important  Issues  of  the  Day."  Bro. 
Taber  said,  "  Nullification  and  violation  of  constitutional  amendments  are 
akin  to  treason."  In  discussing  the  booze  question,  he  asserted  that 
farmers  have  not  changed  their  attitude  relative  to  prohibition  and  urged 
all  patrons  to  wage  an  unrelenting  war  on  bootleggers  and  peddlers  of 
narcotics.  The  enforcement  sentiment  has  been  tested  in  all  but  five  States 
and  unanimous  indorsement  of  a  drastic  program  for  law  enforcement  is 
evident  everywhere.  Speaking  of  trusts  and  corporations,  he  said,  '*  Present 
day  conditions  are  a  challenge  to  agriculture  to  organize  and  unless  the 
farmers  meet  big  business  with  powerful  organizatiosn  they  will  continue 
to  be  at  a  disadvantage." 

Commenting  upon  the  move  to  change  the  primary  system,  he  declared, 
"  We  need  to  recognize  that  the  enemies  of  the  primary  are  seizing  the 
present  opportunity  to  blame  the  use  of  excess  expenditures  by  candidates 
on  this  system  and  to  extol  the  virtues  of  the  old  convention  method.  All 
recognize  that  a  serious  weakness  of  the  primary  is  that  it  undermines 
party  discipline  which  is  needed  in  our  type  of  government;  but  party 
conscience  is  more  important  than  party  discipline. 

Referring  especially  to  Grange  activity,  Bro.  Taber  urged  the  accom- 
plishment of  three  tasks  for  the  year  1927: 

1.  A  class  of  candidates  to  be  initiated  during  the  first  quarter. 

2.  A  piece  of  outstanding  community  work  to  be  completed  during 
the  year. 

3.  Every  patron  in  the  nation  to  give  one  full  day's  work  in  promot- 
ing Grange  growth  and  welfare. 


REPORT  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

The  Juvenile  Grange  can  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  Subordinate  Grange. 
As  they  memorize  the  opening  and  closing  parts,  and  they  also  commit  their 
pledge  to  memory.  This  enables  them  to  be  able  to  take  up  the  work  when 
they  pass  to  the  Subordinate  and  do  it  in  a  more  satisfactory  way. 

As  we  now  have  77  Juvenile  Granges  in  the  State,  we  are  in  favor 
of  having  a  Juvenile  Grange  organized  in  each  Subordinate  where  it  is 
possible. 

If  you  can  get  a  Juvenile  Grange  working  they  will  encourage  the 
others  in  their  work. 

We  ask  the  State  Grange  to  render  them  all  the  assistance  possible. 
As  the  children  of  today  will  soon  have  to  take  up  the  work  of  the  older 
ones.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

We  deplore  the  manner  in  which  school  laws  and  rulings  are  being 
arbitrarily  carried  out  by  State  school  officials,  without  regarding  local 
circumstances  existing  throughout  the  state,  thus  working  hardship  and 
considerable  unnecessary  expense  to  school  districts. where  local  conditions 
would  suggest  more  elacticity  in  the  enforcement  of  such  rules,  especially 
in  rural  communities. 

It  is  the  sense  of  your  committee  that  a  certain  degree  of  latitude 
should  be  allowed  and  used  by  such  state  officials  placing  that  rare  virtue, 
"Common  Sense"  above  arbitrary  rulings. 

We,  as  farmers  folk,  are  in  many  of  our  local  communities  weary  with 
the  way  in  which  our  Boards  of  Education  have  been  harassed,  in  a  manner 
similar  to  the  enforcement  of  the  emergency  lighting  system  rule  in  con- 
nection with  our  Grange  Halls.  It  is  our  desire  that  public  sentiment  be 
aroused  sufficiently  to  cause  a  "Loosening  up"  in  the  manner  of  the  afore- 
said enforcement  of  Department  of  Education  rules.  In  fact  there  are 
cases  where  such  enforcement  has  gone  beyond  the  bounds  of  all  reason 
and  reached  the  stage  of  tyranny. 

It  is  not  the  desire  of  your  committee  to  open  the  subject  of  con- 
solidated schools  which  has  much  received  consideration  in  past  sessions  of 
this  State  Grange,  more  than  to  re-affirm  the  position  that  consolidation 
should  be  considered  entirely  a  local  question  and  encouraged  only  in  such 
districts  where  public  sentiment  favors  it  and  the  conditions  are  favorable, 
using  a  large  measure  of  reason  and  common  sense  in  the  administration 
of  this  phase  of  the  Department  of  Education  also. 

Your  Committee  has  had  before  it  three  resolutions  to  consider,  as 
follows: 

RESOLUTION  No.    1 

WHEREAS:  There  are  many  High  Schools  in  the  State  that  are  con- 
ducting a  four-year  course  for  the  benefit  of  their  pupils,  but  because  of 
the  failure  of  having  the  legally  required  number  of  teachers,  the  graduates 
therefrom  receive  only  three  years'  credit  toward  college  entrance,  and, 

WHEREAS:  It  would  be  less  expensive  to  the  local  school  board  were 
they  to  run  only  a  three  year  High  School,  thus  enabling  the  teachers 
to  concentrate  their  work  and  likewise  eliminating  much  duplication  in 
the  course  of  study  for  those  pupils  who  continue  on  to  first  class  schools; 

THEREFORE:  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  go  on  record  favoring  a  three 
year  course  for  three  year  credit,  and  encourage  the  local  school  boards 
in  districts  where  first  class  schools  are  not  available,  to  send  their  pupils 
to  other  districts  where  such  facilities  are  provided,  or  to  provide  adequate 
means  for  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  first  class  High  Schools  themselves. 

RHSOLUTION   No.    2 

Realizing  the  great  good  that  can  be  accomplished  by  the  education  of 
all  children  in  the  schools  along  Nature  Study  lines,  and  believing  that 
conservation  of  our  natural  resources  can  be  accomplished  more  surely 
and  quickly  through  education  than  through  legislation,  be  it  resolved 
that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  Annual  Session,  request  the  next 
Governor  and  the  next  Legislature  in  regular  session  to  appropriate  suffi- 
cient funds  to  prepare,  publish  and  distribute  annually  to  the  public  schools 
of  Pennsylvania,  nature  study  and  elementary  science  bulletins,  and  further 
be  it  resolved,  that  the  Grange  lend  every  possible  effort  to  securing  tlie 
passage  of  this  bill. 

Not  approved  and  action  sustained. 
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ADOPTED   BY  POMONA  GRANGE   No.    3   OF  CHESTER   AND 

DELAWARE  COUNTIES 

RESOLVED:  That  whereas  the  big  educational  problem  in  Pennsylva- 
nia is  the  rural  school  problem,  and  whereas  city  schools  have  superin- 
tendents of  their  own 

AND  WHEREAS:  The  present  State  Superintendent  has,  at  the  request 
of  the  Grange,  given  us  a  rural  Deputy,  be  it  resolved  that  we  request  the 
incoming  Governor  to  reappoint  the  present  incumbent,  but  if  he  cannot  see 
his  way  clear  to  do  so,  then  to  appoint  someone  who  has  done  some  out- 
standing piece  of  work  to  improve  rural  schools  in  Pennsylvania. 

ALTHOUGH:  We -as  your  Committee  are  in  sympathy  with  the  spirit 
of  this  resolution,  we  do  not  think  it  is  within  the  province  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  to  suggest  anyone  for  public  office,  hence  this 
resolution  is  not  approved.
